Constable Doran Well Paid for Sitting 
by the Wabash Tracks While a 
Train Goes By. 


Constable Michael Doran’s time comes 
high. He yesterday secured judgment 
against the Wabash railway company for 
$10 and costs for fifteen minutes, 

Some time ago while driving from his home 


in Brighton to his office at the Stock-Yards 


the Constable had occasion to cross the. 
Wabash company’s tracks at Forty-seventh 
street. A long train of cars blocked his pas- 
sage and as the trainmen refused to take the 
train away until the Constable could pass, he 
sat down to wait. He timed himself and 
found that when the train pulled away he 
had been delayed fifteen minutes. 

He went to his office and commenced suit 


against the company under a State law for 


$25, cldtming that he had been delayed and 
had lost business thereby.

Do Not Want Morton. 

Their suspicions were aroused last night 
over the intelligefice they received that 
overtures were being made to Gov. Morton 
to take the second place on the ticket. Me- 
Kinley’s friends do not want Morton for 
many reasons. In the first place, they as- 
sert that he is too closely allied to Wall 
street to suit them. Secondly, they say 
that his approval of the Raines excise law in 
New York State would, in case of his nomi- 
nation for the Vice-Presidency, cost the Re- 
publicam party 100,000 votes in New York 
alone, to say nothihg of the votes the Re- 
publicans would lose n the country at 
large by reason of the disaffection of the 
brewers and liquor dealers. 

Back of it all, however, is the feeling that 
Mr. Morton is Thomas C. Platt's candidate 
for the Presidency or Vice-Presidency. Platt 
nas been opposing McKinley and, according 
to politics, he is to be punished for it. 

The interview between New and Platt 
quickly reached Mark Hanna, who saw in it 
an open declaration of hostility. He sum- 
moned the McKinley men as fast as he could 
and started them out with strict instructions 
to beat Platt at all hazards.

LIKES 10 HEAR BIKE TIRES “POP.” 


Little Johnnie Bemis, with His Sharp 
Steel Umbrella Rod, Has Great 
Fan, but Is Caught. 


Little Johnnie Bemis, No. 4707 Calumet 
avenue, will have no new bicycle this sum- 
mer. The money he has been saving with 
that end in view has been expended for an- 
other purpose. 

A few days ago Johnnie discovered that a 
bicycle tire is filled with air, and that a 
slight puncture, properly made, will result 
in an explosion not unlike a “ cannon 
cracker.”’

Colored Delegates Are Happy. 

Tonight the colored delegates seemed to 
find life more worth living than two or three 
days ago. It is stated around McKinley head- 
quarters that a gentleman from the South 
has had several detectives in his employ for 
the last few days, and their reports lead him 
to believe the negro vote may be divided, and 
that the longer the convention is delayed 
the greater the division. 

While the Hanna people are extremely 
anxious to get the convention over, the 
Quay, Allison, and Platt folks and Henry 
Cabot Lodge are in no frame of mind to get 
out of St. Louis in a hurry. They say the 
work of the convention must be done de- 
cently and after due deliberation.

The dignified Senator from Ohio in his seat 
as Chairman felt it incumbent on him to 
keep his coat on in spite of the intense heat 
of the room. 

This did not affect Gov. Merriam, nor such 
a dignified Eastern representative as Sena- 
tor Lodge, and black coats were soon peele‘i 
off and the members of the committee moved 
freely about the table in their shirt sleeves, 
all unmindful of the fact that this negligec 
costume was visible to a score of interested 
onlookers immediately beneath them on the 
pavement and in the doorways across the 
street. 

The financial plank printed above is as 
it was finally agreed upon by the subcom- 
mittee. This agreement was reached only 
after a series of decisive votes which es 
tablished the ratio of 8 to 1 instead of the fa- 
miliar old one, 16 to 1. 


Teller Is Turned Down. 


Senator Teller was all alone in the com- 
mittee. He offered a series of propositions, 
all including the theory of the free coinage 
of silver. He offered four alternative plat- 
forms, and each was voted down by the ratio 
of 8 to 1. He proposed, first, a declaration 
in favor of the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. Then came a 
declaration that the principle of protection 
could not be equitably applied without in- 
cluding the free coinage of silver. 

The third of his series of propositions was 


one submitted to him by the Wyoming dele- 


gation, which provided for the free coinage 
of the American product of silver together 
with a tariff duty on imported silver so as 
to protect the American mine-owner. 

“The fourth proposition was for the free and 
unlimited coinage of the American product 
and that alone. Each one of these four 

ropositions, as has been stated, was prompt- 
iy voted down by the committee and practi- 
cally without argument. 

There was no attempt to go into the merits 
of the money question, for all the members 
of the subcommittee were fully aware of the 
arguments pro and con and the reasons for 
the offering of the different resolutions sub- 
mitted by Senator Teller. 

So well was the position of the committee 
understood that Senator Teiler contented 


himself with offering these resolutions one. 


after another and securing an unfavorabie 
vote on each. The final resolution in regard 
to the coinage of the American product alone 
did not meet even his approval, and wes 
therefore rejected by the unanimous vote of 
the committee. 


Tariff Plank Not Radical. 


The tariff plank agreed upon is a moderate 
one. Taken together with the preamble, it 
arraigns the Democratic party with having 
caused the deficit in the revenues through 
the enactment of the Wilson-Gorman tariff 
bill, and reaffirms the principle of the protec- 
tion of American industries. 

The declaration is made that there is no 
special attachment to any particular sched- 
ule as outlined in the McKinley bill, but that 
the Republicans of the country reaffirm their 
belief in the general principles of protective 
tariff duties and the consequent benefit to 
the laboring man. 

It is declared that America should control 
its own market, and that these markets are 
mort important than those of foreign coun- 
tries to our manufacturers and laborers. 

The prineiple cf putting raw materials on 
the free list is denounced, as specific refer- 
ence is made to the desire of the party to se- 
cure a duty on wool for the special protec- 
tion of the sheep growers of the country. 

‘The protection of the sugar planters is 
also indicated in a strong plank. 


For Struggling Cuba. 

Foreign affairs are given adequate atten- 
tion. The platform declares that the govern- 
ment should use its offices to secure 
justice for the struggling patriots in Cuba. 

The Hawaiian question is treated on the 
recognized Republican lines. There is a 
declaration to the effect that this country 
should exercise*®sufficient control of the 
Hawalian Islands to prevent them being 
made the subject of aggression by European 
nations, and to secure to them a guaranty 
of absolute independence. 

There is also a general declaration reaf- 
firming the belief of the Republican party 
in the celebrated Monroe doctrine, as ap- 
plied to all disputes with foreign nations re- 
garding territory on either of the American 
continents. 

The interests of the working classes are 
adequate looked after by an admirable 
plank, which provides for a system of na- 
tional arbitration to settle disputes between 
employés of inter-State railroads and their 


managers. 

There is a declaration that the Republican 
party is op ed immigra- 
tion and that this opposition is against that 
undesirable element of foreigners coming to 
this country who are unable to read or write. 

The usual declaration for falr elections, 
especially in the South, is made. 

The plank devoted to the old soldier is 
substantially that drawn up by Senator Gal- 
linger of New Hampshire, It declares the 
belief of the Republican party that the old 
soldiers are entitled to the fullest recogni- 
tion under the laws, and that there should be 
a strict fulfillment of the pledges made in 
the dark days when the country was in peril. 
The action of the Cleveland administration 
in dropping pensioners from the rolls and 
thereby denying them the money to which 
they are entitled under the law is roundly 
denounced. 


Civil - Service | Is Commended. 


Civil service reform, wherever practicable, 
is com ed on much the same lines as are 
to be found in the previous platforms.

SOUTHERNERS LIKE THE PLATFORM 


Tennessee Men Confident Republicans 
Win Make Large Gains. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—The Southern del- 
exates tonight express great satisfaction 
with the prospective platform, especially 
the currency and sugar planks. They say 
that for the first time they will have with 
them the influence of the wealthy classes of 
the South. f 

Charles R. Evans, nephew of the Hon. H. 
Clay Evans, said that the Tennésseeans feel 
more hopeful than at any time of the suc- 
cess of their candidate for the Vice-Presi- 
dency, and regard Mr. Evans’ nomination 
now as the only logical course. Mr. Evans, 
continuing, said that he had been through 
every Southern State except Texas and the 
business-men were opposed to free silver 
and would support the Republican ticket on 


‘a sound money declaration. 


Mr. Evans is positive that the issue as 
made will obliterate race prejudice in the 
coming campaign, and that the tariff issue 
will add great strength to the Republican 
cause in Tennessee, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Georgia, the Carolinas, and Virginia. 

In Tennessce he thinks the Republicans 
will gain 25,000 votes on the money plank 


and will not lose any Republican votes, as 


those of his party who are not much con- 
cerned about the gold standard or inclined to 
favor silver satisfy themselves with the 
answer that there was no trouble about 
money until the Democrats came into power. 

President Oxford of the Beet Sugar Asso- 
clation. said last night in conversation with 
several gentlemen at the St. Nicholas, just 
after the sugar resolution was accepted by 
the Subcommittee on Resolutions, that this 
would bring the support of the Republican 
ticket in the South the active aid of the 
sugar planters, who would give both their 
influence and money to its aid. 

Superintendent James F. Buckner of the 
Louisville (Ky.) Board of Trade said that 
on the currency and tariff planks of the 
platform as now promised Kentucky would 
give a larger majority this year than last, 
when the Republicans carried the State by 
nearly 9,000. 

Mr. Buckner added that from what he had 
been able to learn from Southern business- 
men the eee cause would be greatly 
strengthened in every Southern State by the 
acceptance of the currency issue by the Re- 
publican convention. 

Gov. Bradley of Kentucky said the plat- 
form as agreed upon was just what he fought 
for and he would promise the St. Louis nom- 
inee a larger majority than was given last 


year. 

All of the Southern delegates are anxious 
to have the platform adopted and the ticket 
selected as soon as possible, and they do not 
seem inclined to insist very strenuously on 
any demand from their section, though 
they generally express the opinion that a 
Southern man.would greatly strengthen the 
ticket and make sure the Electoral votes of 
some of the doubtful States. 


WOMEN WHO DO NOT WANT TO VOTE. 


Anti-Suffragists Make a Strong Plea 
to Resolutions Committee. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[Special.]—Lillie 
Devereux Blake, Catharine Waugh McCul- 
loch, and several other women who visit 
political conventions of all kinds and plead 
for the adoption of a suffrage plank in their 
platforms, appeared before the Committee 
on Resolutions tonight. They were heard 
to considerable extent, Mrs. Blake, Mrs. Me- 
Culloch, and Mrs. Anna Steed Kearns be- 
ing the speakers. Mrs. Kearns is President 
of the Park Forest University, this city. 

Much to their surprise, and, as was shown 
subsequently, the gratification of a large 
number of the committeemen, they met with 
opposition to their much sought desires, and 
it was brought forward by one of their own 
sex, 

After they had concluded their plea Lew 
Wallace, who presided, said there was a 
representative ‘who desired to be heard 
against the demand for women suffragists. 
He then introduced Mrs. W. Windslow Cran- 


nell of Albany, N. Y., who said she came on 


behalf of 1,500,000 women in that State, who 
were opposed to being given the right to 
vote. 

She followed with an address of some 
length, setting forth numerous reasons why 
it was not the duty of political parties to deal 


with this question in any other way than to 


ignore it. She also said that the suffragist 
women represented 1,600 females in the State 
of New York, who clamored for a franchise. 
She intimated strongly that they were wom- 


eh who, were not blessed with happy homes. 
She said the extension of sufffage to the 
gentler sex would have a tendency to in- 
crease rather than diminish the evils that 
already have a place in politics. 


For that 


reason the anti-suffragist association which 
she represented protested vigorously and 


| sincerely against the Republican convention 


taking any notice of them. 0 

She declared taxation was not conditioned 
on a right to vote, and asserted that the 
present state of affairs does not discriminate 
to the detriment or the slavery of the sex. 
After making her speech Mrs. Crannell pre- 
sented the committee with a copy of the 
Women’s Bible, edited and published by 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton, Mrs. Blake, and 
others. 

Mrs. Crannell created a favorable im- 
pression upon the committee, and at the 
same time threw the suffragists into a flutter 
of excitement. Several members of the com- 
mittee pressed forward te congratulate her 
and also say that they would never vote for 
the adoption of such a resolution as had been 
proposed. 

Mrs. J. Ellen Foster was also present. 
She, too, had the privilege of making a 
speech, and it was in the interests of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. Her 
plea was for a temperance plank in the plat- 
form. She took occasion to quietly criticise 
Mrs. Crannell, but soon found that she was 
probably treading on dangerous ground and 
dismissed the subject. 

The commitiee assured all these women it 
had been pleasantly entertained, but gave 
them the impression their measures would 
hardly be presented, by them at least, to the 
convention. It had been the intention at 
this meeting to receive a report from the 
subcommittee which was laboring on the 
platform, but Samuel Fessenden and Mr. 
Warmoth appeared in the room and re- 
ported that the committee would not be able 
to complete its work until a late hour, and 
asked that an adjournment be taken until 
10 o' clock.

COMMENT OF THE PRESS. 


EDITORIAL OPINIONS UPON THE FI- 
NANCIAL PLANK. 


Congratulations That the Party Has 
the Moral Courage to Bravely Face 
the Fimancial Issue—As Between 
Gold and Silver, with the Best In- 
terests of the Country on the Side 
of the Former, the Editorials Think 
Victory Is Assured. 


Commenting upon the platform to be pre- 
sented by the Resolutions committee and the 
financial plank as set forth in the resolution 
adopted by the subcommittee last night 
the leading newspapers of the country will 
this morning editorially say: 

New York. 

Advertiser (Rep.): The exact form that 
the currency plank is to take is not material. 
It is quite enough that it will denounce the 
free coinage of silver at any ratio and de- 
clare for the maintenance of the present gold 
standard. Gold will win today at St. Louis 
with a rush and a whoop that will be heard 
from one end of the country to the_other. 
If the Republican leaders six months ago 
had recognized the real danger and made it 
the issue the outcome at St. Louis would 
have been different today. But itis perhaps 
glory enough that the party has thrashed 
the straddlers, who would have wrecked it. 

World (Ind. Dem.): In the useless pre- 
amble to the resolution agreed upon at the 
conference of gold standard delegates and 
adopted by the subcommittee last night it 
is affirmed that under Republican control 
since 1879 “every dollar has been as good 
as gold.“ Honest money men discredit their 
cause by making false statements. If the 
St. Louis convention shall declare for the 
best money it will be an act of wisdom and 
patriotism. But it will not alter the fact 
that our chaotic, distrusted, and dangerous 
currency system is of Republican creation. 
Neither the dumbness of McKinley nor the 
volubility of Lodge can change history. 

Press (Rep): In the last year of the war 
of the rebellion a heavy provost guard was 
necessary to keep some of the drafted troops 
to the front. In this, we trust and believe, 
the last year of the currency war for this 
great Nation, the gold standard will prove 
an excellent provost. Gentlemen who say 
that they “ will lose their Congressional dis- 
triots,“ that these people will misunder- 
stand,“ that they will think that silver and 
paper are to be wiped out,“ simply show that 
they have been skulking and coffee-cooling 
about the middle West for the last twenty 
years. They show that they have run when- 
everacheap money guerrilla showed his face. 
They can run no more. Between the guns 
of the free silver foe and the bayonets of 
this platform there is no escape, save over 
the capture ofthe guns. By this time tomor- 
row, if the convention does its duty, the 
provost guard will be set and the skulkers 
will have to shift. 


Philadelphia. 


Inquirer (Rep.): Gold wins at St. Louis 
because the sober judgment of the delegates 
told them that it is the money of moneys. 
Were this not so who can doubt that the 
other civilized nations of the world would 
change their standard whenever it proved 
profitable or expedient to do so. There may 
be a question as to which policy is the bet- 
ter. But on the question of what should be 
the money of the realm there is practically 
no dissension. They are practically solid 
for gold. 4 

Press (Rep.): The National Republican 
convention plants itself on the existing 
gold standard as the foundation principle 
of a sound currency. The manner in which 
this utterance is reached is not less encour- 
aging than the utterance itself. With the 
choice open the Republican National conven- 
tion has adopted the more stringent declara- 
tion because it means both principle and vic- 
tory. The complete defeat of silver in the 
Republican party leaves the Democrats the 
only hope of all the motley array of voters 
who desire and demand a depreciated cur- 
rency.

PREDICTIONS OF ENGLISH EDITORS. 


Think the Currency Question Predom- 
imates All Others.

London, June 16.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—The Chronicle this 
morning in discussing the political situa- 
tion of the United States says: 

“The question of a candidate is for the 
Democrats a question of a policy of the cur- 
rency, a problem which has agitated deeply 
the Republicans and has had even more 
demoralizing effect among the Democrats, 
the sectional division of whose, ranks is 
now broad and deep. Speaking generally 
the Democrats may do one of two things. 
They may either throw overboard the West- 
ern wing of the party and take an Eastern 
candidate and declare for a gold stand- 


ard, or they may cast aside the East as hope- - 


less and accept the Western man and de- 
clare for free coinage of silver. 

There seems to be no third alternative 
for the party, for evidently it has no stom- 
ach for fighting on the tariff issue, of which 
it made such a deplorable mess two years 
ago. If the first course is taken it is con- 
ceded generally the Democrats will lose 
every State west of the Mississippi, while 
the action of the Kentucky Democrats seems 
to point to a loss of more than one Souther: 
State as well. On the other hand if the 
Western man and a silver plank are adopt- 
ed the Republicans will sweep every East- 
érn and Northern State from Maine to 
Maryland in the South and Minnesota in 
the West. 


Democrats in a Hard Row. 


“It would seem, therefore, as though the 
Democrats were between the devil and the 
deep sea, and, indeed, in tHe absence of any 
remarkable and unlooked for contingency 
their defeat in any case may be regarded 
probable and almost certain. 

The party candidates will be determined, 
of course, by the relative strength of the 
silver and gold factions in the convention. 

The former predominator, Gov. Boies of 
Iowa, a smart Western politician, seems the 
first favorite with victory in the Eastern or 
gold section; ex-Gov. Russell of Massachu- 
setts, a man of good family and academic 
distinction and great personal popularity, 
might be chosen without doubt.

He is a man of high character and great 
personal popularity and of fair average 
ability, though standing intellectually far 
below politicians like Sherman and Reed. 
But he represents as nearly as any one can 
the average man of America, and if the av- 
erage man desires to plunge again into hich 
protectionism it is his own affair, and he 
may be left in full freedom to learn economic 
wisdom by burning his fingers.“

HARD TO HEARSPEAKERS 


MURAT HALSTEAD DECLARES THE 
’ ARRANGEMENTS FAULTY. 


Occasional Sentences Reach the News- 
paper Desks in the St. Louis Con- 
vention Hall, but the Distinguished 
Guests Are Placed Where the Sign 
Language Alone Would Avail Them 
~Tucked Away Under a Gallery 

New York and Ohio in Front Seats. 

{BY MURAT HALSTEAD.] 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[{Special.]—There 
Was a great effort last night to stir up the 
city and pretend there was a real conven- 
tion, with a big fight brewing in it, and it 
must be confessed the crowds: were large 
and the various bands performed with a 
vigor that would have done credit to any 
circus. : | 

There were two efforts to paint the town 
red with processions. One of them purport- 
ed to be the delegates from New England, 
marching magnificently in testimony of the 
enthusiastic devotion to Speaker Reed. They 
carried several handsome signboards. I do 
not mean to use the word “ signboards ” 
disrespectfully, but they were neither ban- 
ners nor transparencies, but rather standards 
of the old Roman character, announcing 
that Rhode Island, Massachusetts, and other 
States in that part of the country were as 
solid for Reed as Reed was for gold. The 
music was attractive, the novelty of the 
demonstration was alluring, and St. Louis 
had poured forth her people, so that there 
was quite a strong current of young men 
flowing tumultuously through banks of 
spectators. But there was a scarcity of del- 
egates, and the large majority of the young 
men were not New-Englanders. 

For fifteen minutes, in the vicinity of the 
Southern Hotel, a stranger without exact 
information would have supposed the 
Speaker’s adherents had possession of the 
city, and were sweeping on to a glorious tri- 
umph. It was somewhat splendid, but it 
was not business, | 


Old Style Parade 


A little farther up-town, and some minutes 
later, there was another and very consid- 
erable array of American citizens, bearing 
umbrellas and lamps, transparencies and 
flags and things, of the old style. A multi- 
tude marching to music. A 8 re- 
mark about this was that a distinguished 
St. Louis politician was celebrating his de- 
eer aking the demonstrations together, 
though they were loud and brilliant, and 
comparatively long, they lacked something 
of festivity, but they afforded a gratuitous 
and highly appreciated entertainment. 

While these spectacles were diverting the 
populace serious matters were under con- 
sideration’in several apartments, where the 
men who work with their brains, and are 
word painters in politics, industriously en- 
gaged in their avocations. And they seem 
at a late hour to have inserted the word 
“gold” in the money plank, and to have 
concluded after all that Gov. Morton, who 
had filled the office of Vice-President with 
great dignity, could be called upon to do 
so again with propriety, and without doing 
violence to the just susceptibilities of those 
whose preference it was, under the circum- 
stances, not to permit a New-Yorker to be 
considered. 

This morning the convention hall com- 
peted with the tornado district as an object 
lesson. No great surprise was manifested 
by those who saw that edifice for the first 
time, with all its bravery upon it, that it 
should have been finished on time. It ought 
not to have taken many weeks to design, con- 
struct, and decorate that example of mod- 
ern architecture. It is sufficiently exten- 
sive. 

Convention Hall Interior. 

It makes one glad, after seeing it, to gaze 
upon the flags fluttering over all. An inside 
view gives confidence in the stability of the 
structure, and a partial concealment of the 
roof with banners and bunting is contem- 
plated with cheerfulness. I fancy that some 
time in the near future great cities that com- 
pete for our huge and momentous national 
conventions will be at pains to provide per- 
manent halls, solid and ample, and to see 
that they possess acoustic qualities, giving 
the human voice a chance. 

The proceedings of the convention today 
narrowly escaped dullness, from the report- 
er’s point of view. Something over half the 
representatives of the press were so placed 
that they did not hear a word that anybody 
said, with the exception of the Temporary 
Chairman, Mr. Fairbanks, who delivered his 
forcible speech with animation; and those 
favorably seated at the newspaper desks 
could tell by ceccasional sentences that 
drifted their way that the orator was really 
a goodly talker and aggressive. The dele- 
gates and audience on the opposite side of 
the house probably heard the whole speech 
as they aided a good deal of the emphasis 
with applause. 

As Mr. Fairbanks is a far stronger speaker 
than the average, the chance that the mass 
of the people will have to hear the majority 
of the speeches to come may be estimated. 


Distinguished Fare III. 


The distinguished guests fare a great deal 
worse than the press. There ix an imposing 
mass of them, many faces knawn to fame 
among them, and they are tucked away 
under a gallery, where they have all the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages of seeing but 
few persons and being visible to but few and 
of hearing nothing at all except the thunder- 
ing rolls of tenpins in a neighborigg alley. 

If it be insisted that such enormous num- 
bers of spectators must be accommodated 
the larger proportion of them must expect 
this sort of seclusion, but why the distin- 
guished guests should be selected for special 
obscurity is a mystery.

Applause was liberally bestowed by the 
audience and with that impartiality which 
is the gift of a mixed multitude, Mark 
Hanna and Grosvenor got some of it, and so 
did T. C. Platt, Chauncey M. Depew, and 
Warner Miller. The heartiest demonstra- 
tion of popular approval, however, was the 
announcement from Ohio that ex-Gov. For- 
aker was on the Committee on Resolutions. 

The most venerable figure in the vast as- 
sembly was that of Col, Richard Thompson 
of Indiana, whose active public political life 
dates from 1832, and he was considered a 
young man then.

The 
Filley men who are still loyal to McKinley 
spoke in his favor, but their remarks fell up- 
on cold and unappreciative ears. 

Then Web Flanagan, otherwise known as 
“Fire Alarm” Flanagan, got up and made 
a roaring speech for Filley. He did not men- 
tion McKinley, and he did not say a word 
about Reed, but he lauded Filley to the skies 
and referred to the Kerens faction as “ dirty 
dogs and other things the reverse of com- 
plimentary. He worked the crowd up to a 
great pitch and a lot of enthusiasm for Reed 
was immediately worked up. 

At the Kerens headquarters the National 
Committeeman’s lieutenant, Frank Buchan- 
an, stated that he was fully aware of the 
activity of Filley’s lieutenants in Reed’s in- 
terest, but he felt sure the dethroned boss 
would not be le to carry any of the dele- 
gates except His own crowd in St. Louis 
away from McKinley. 

William Hahn of Ohlo when questioned 
about it said that while he was not expecting 
any treachery from the Filley forces he felt 
that any man who was willing to vote for 
McKinley only because of his instructions 
and who was ready to desert him because of 
u personal disappointment could never have 
been a sincere friend of the Ohio man. 

“Furthermore,” he said, McKinley will 
have over 600 on the first ballot and even if 
Filley does really swing his crowd to Reed 
it can have no appreciative effect and for 
every vote we lose now we will gain half a 
dozen.“ \ 

Filley’s greatest strength in the Missouri 
delegation, as shown on the first ballot for 
National Committeeman, was fourteen, but 
it is doubtful if he can carry more than ten 
of these at the outside into the Reed camp.

SPEAKER REED HAS NOTHING TO SAY 


Cleans House and Keeps Mam—Tries to 
Talk to St. Louis. 

Washington, D. C., June 16.—- [Special. 
Speaker Reed put in today apparently with- 
out any excitement or appearing to be 
bothered in the least about the situation at 
St. Louis. His private apartments at the 
Shoreham during he forenoon were the cen- 
ter of attraction for a number of callers 
among whom were the managers of the tel- 
ephone and telegraph companies doing busi- 
ness here. An effort was made by the Speak- 
er yesterday to communicate over the long- 
distance telephone with some of his lieuten- 
ants at St. Louis. Only an occasional word 
could be heard, however, and the Speaker 
finally gave up in disgust. It was explained 
that the line had just been finished from here 
to St. Louis via Philadelphia, Pittsburg, and 
Cincinnati, having been built for the purpose 
of getting direct communication during the 
convention. In all probability there was a 
weak battery at some point along the line 
or the condition of the weather was not 
propitious. At any rate the Speaker de- 
termined not to trust to the telephone again, 
but depend on private telegrams from his 
friends who are on the scene of battle. 

A number of messages were received by 
the Speaker this morning, but in response 
to a query by THE TRIBUNE correspondent 
he replied that the contents were not intend- 
ed for publication, and he therefore begged 
to be excused from discussing them. 

As he sauntered down Fifteenth street 
from his hotel and thence swung into Penn- 
sylvania avenue, on the way to the Cap- 
itol, Speaker Reed was an object of consid- 
erable interest to pedestrians, nearly all of 
whom recognized the towering familiar 
figure of the man from Maine. 

But apparently oblivious of the stir he 
was creating, the Maine Congressman was 
as deliberate in his movements as though 
out for his customary constitutional walk. 
After reaching the Capitol he found things 
in confusion owing to the attack made by 
carpet cleaners and others on the floor of 
the Chamber of Representatives. 

Amid this scurrying to and fro of the 
cleaners Speaker Reed engaged in a con- 
sultation with Architect Clark in regard to 
changing the location of pictures of cer- 
tain ex-Speakers in the House lobby. It 
was determined that it would be a good idea 
to hang some of these pictures in the hall 
of Representatives instead of launching them 
in the corridor back of the Chamber, and for 
the time being the Speaker appeared more 
engrossed in this matter than anything else. 

During a pause in the housecleaning the 
Speaker said: 

J have received a number of telegrams 
from St. Louis indicating considerable 
trouble ahead for the McKinley people. 
There may be sensational deVelopments be- 
fore the convention concludes its mission.” 

There was no hesitancy on the Speaker's 
part about expressing himself- much dis- 
satisfled with the action taken which un- 
seated the Reed delegaticn from Texas. 

“If the McKinley men had such a major- 
ity as they are claiming,’’ continued Reed, 
“it does not seen to me that there was any 
necessity of unseating my friends. It is all 
the more to the credit of these men from 
Texas that they are my friends without any 
hope of future recognition.” 

Dubuque, Ia., June 16.—Senator Allison 
today was apparently one of the most uncon- 
cerned men in town as to events in St. Louis. 
He spent most of the day in his library and 
was out on the street among business ac- 
quaintances. He scanned the news of the 
convention with undisguised interest, but 
made no comment. 


STORM DAMAGE IN THREE STATES. 


All Growing Crops and Live Stock 
Killed fora Strip Five by Fifteen 
Miles in Wisconsin. 


Viroqua, Wis., June 16.—({Special.}—A de- 
structive hail-storm passed over this section 
last night, destroying all growing crops, 
killing sheep and hogs, and doing other 
great damage. The extent of the storm's 
path is five by fifteen miles, in the best farm- 
ing section. Hailstones as large as goose 
eggs were the average size, and the ground 
was covered from six to eighteen inches. 

St. Paul, Minn., June 16.—[Special.]—A 
heavy hail-storm occurred last night in 
Southeastern Minnesota. In some places the 
grain and corn crops were utteriy destroyed. 
James Ross, a farmer near Marshall, was 
killed by lightning while plowing. 

Brazil, Ind., June 16.—{Special.}—A terrific 
wind and rain storm visited this city last 
night. The Swamp Angel mine of the C. 
Ehrlich Coal company was flooded by the 
overfiowing of a creek near by, causing 
damage to the amount of several thousand 
dollars. Wind did much damage at the No. 
8 mine of the Brazil Block Coal company, 
at Coal Bluff, northwest of here. There was 
a cloudburst that flooded the country and 
caused a delay of traffic on the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois. and Big Four railroads. 
The home of John Williams, at Cardonia, 
was struck by lightning and badly damaged, 
and several farm buildings were destroyed. ! 


TROUBLES OF THE BUSINESS WORLD. 


First National Bank of Cheney and 
Bank of Cheney Fail to Open. 

Cheney, Wis., June 16.—The First National 
Bank and the Bank of Cheney have sus- 
pended payment. Hard collections and in- 
ability to place securities are the principal 
reasons for the suspension. The First Na- 
tional deposits are small and will probably 
be paid in full. The affairs of the Bank of 
Cheney are a matter of speculation, as Presi- 
dent Percival is absent and nothing definite 
can be ascertained. 


INGALLS THINKS IT TAME. 


HE MISSES THE EXCITEMENT OF 


OLD-TIME CONVENTIONS, 


Decorum of the First Session of the 
St. Louis Convention Verges on So- 
lemnity and the Vast Audience Is 
Listless and Impassive—Voice of 


the Temporary Chairman Unequal 
to a Space So Great—Spectators 
Indifferent and Unsympathetic. 


[BY JOHN J. INGALLS.] 
St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[{Special.]—The 
auditorium is severe in its simplicity. It has 
no lines of beauty, not any superfiuity of 


moment. The exterior is covered with gray 


stucco. Four tiers of openings admit air, 
light, and spectators. Outside stairways at 
the sides and ends afford access to the gal- 
leries, beneath which are officers’ quarters, 
telegraph rooms, and restaurants. It is as 
plain as a cavalry barracks or a tobacco 
warehouse. Rows of flag staffs are ranged 
along the eaves and bronze eagles adorn the 
gables. 

The interior is lofty and spacious and well 
proportioned. Draperies of flags and fes- 
toons of muslin conceal the skeleton frame- 
work and trusses of the;sidesandroof. The 
heraldry of the States is displayed along the 
balustrades, and patriotic mottoes appear at 
appropriate intervals. The arrangements 
for light and ventilation are excellent. 

The spectacle at noon was impressive. 
There were vacant spaces and empty seats 
in the upper galleries, but the main floor 
was densely packed with delegates and al- 
ternates, distinguished and undistinguished 
guests. The vast audience was good-na- 
tured, but listless and impassive. The de- 
corum verged on solemnity. The absence 
of women was notable. There was no din, 
nor confusion, nor uproar. The great men 
came in and took their places, unrecognized, 
and without salutation. The inarticulate 
murmur which usually pervades great as- 
semblages was not heard. The roar of ac- 
clamation which was wont to follow the en- 
trance of Conkling and Garfield and other 
popular leaders in former conventions was 
not repeated. 

Applause for Rabbi Sale. 

When Chairman Carter smote thrice with 
his gavel he was greeted cordially, but his 
remarks were inaudible. He presented 
Rabbi Sale, whose prayer dealt with the 
questions of the day in an effective manner. 
He prayed with open eyes, as if the Almighty 
was in the audience and was watching him 
in person. The rabbi received the rather un- 
usual compliment of a hearty round of ap- 


plause after his amen. Whether this inno- 


vation upon ecclesiastical customs pro- 
ceeded from the gold men or from the silver 
men, or was purely patriotic, did not ap- 
pear. 2 

Mild expectation was aroused in Mr. Fair- 
banks, the Temporary Chairman. He is a 
candidate for the Senate from Indiana and 
a lawyer of high standing and lucrative 
practice. Great things had been predicted 
and he was well advertised. Mr. Fairbanks 
is an exceedingly tall, spare man of middle 
age and scholarly aspect, rendered some- 
what somber by a full black close-cropped 
beard. His elocution is good and his gestures 
appropriate, but studied and conventional. 
His speech was printed on small slips, which 
he held concealed in his left hand, and to 
which he referred constantly in his delivery. 
His voice, which might be adequate for an 
argument in a court-room, was not equal to 
the demands of a space so enormous and an 
audience so immense, and soon became 
husky and broken. 


Adjuncts of a Great Speech. 


Three things are said to be necessary to a 
great speech: a speaker, an occasion, and an 
audience. Probably the two last are more 
important and indispensable than the first. 
All the great orators of ancient and modern 
times illustrate the truth that the ablest 
erator cannot reach the height of his pow- 
ers except upon a great theme and before an 
audience that is either friendly or hostile to 
the cause he represents. The reply of Web- 
ster to Hayne, the invectives of Phillips and 
Beecher against slavery, and the oration of 
Lincoln at Gettysburg are memorable ex- 
amples of the conditions of successful 
speechmaking, for which no instruction can 
be given. : 

Mr. Fairbanks presented in a cogent and 
coherent way the stock arguments and 
phrases of Republicanism. The current epi- 
grams about the 50-cent dollar and honest 
toil and honest money were all brought in, 
but the response was very feeble. The cor- 
porate conservative theories of finance, with 
which we are also familiar, were vigorously 
set forth. The delegates from New York 
and New England clapped their hands decor- 
ously and looked gratified. 

At the mention of the name of Blaine there 
was a brief outburst of genuine emofion, 
which soon .subsided. Whether the fault 
was with the orator, the theme, or the hear- 
ers is difficult to decide, but there was no 
demonstration. 

The session was tame, commonplace, and 
monotonous. The delegates and the specta- 
tors were curiously indifferent and unsym- 
pathetic. Perhaps something may be charged 
to the acoustic conditions of the hall, which 
are not good. The voice of the speaker seems 
to be dispersed and dissipated in an abyss.

The rules in full are: 

Rule 1. This convention ‘shall consist of a 
number of delegates from each State equal 
to double ‘the number of its Senators and 
Representatives in Congress and from the 
District of Columbia. 

Rule 2. The rules of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall be the rules of the conven- 
tion so far as tHey are applicable and not in- 
consistent with the following rules: 

Rule 3. When the previous question shall 
be demanded by a majorit 
from any State and the demand seconded by 
two or more States and the call sustained 
by a majority of the convention the ques- 
tion shall then be proceeded with and dis- 
posed of according to the rules of the House 
of Representatives in similar cases. 

Rule 4. It shall be in order to lay on the 
table k proposed amendment to a pending 
measure, and such amendment, if adopted, 
shall not carry with it or prejudice such

vention the States shall be called in alpha- 
betical order, and next the Territories and 
the District of Columbia. 

Rule 6. The report of the Committee on 
Credentials shall be disposed of before the 
report of the Committee on Resolutions is 
acted upon, and the report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions shall be disposed of 
before the convention proceeds with the 
nomination of the candidates for President 
and Vice-President. 

Rule 7. When a majority of the delegates 
of any two States shall demand that a vote 
be recorded the same shall be taken by 
States, Territories, and District of Colum- 
bia, the Secretary calling the roll of the 
States and Territories and District of Co- 
lumbia in the way heretofore stated. 

Rule 8. In making the nominations for 
President and Vice-President in no case 
shall the call of the roll be dispensed with. 
Where it appears at the close of any roll- 
call that any candidate has reveived a 
majority of all the votes fo which the con- 
vention is entitled the President of the 
convention shall announce the question to 
be, “Shall the nomination of the candi- 
date be made unanimous?’ But if no can- 
didate shall have received such majority 
the Chair shall direct the vote to be taken 
again, which shall be repeated until some 
candidate shall have received a majority of 
the votes; and when any State has an- 
nounced its vote it shall so stand, unless 
in case of numerical error. 

Rule 9. In the recording of votes by States 
the vote of each State, Territory, and Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall be announced by the 
Chairman; and in case the vote of any State, 
Territory, or District of Columbia shall be 
divided the Chair shall announce the num- 
ber of votes cast for any candidate or for or 
against any proposition, but if exception 
is taken by any delegate to the correctness 
of such announcement by the Chairman of 
his delegation the President of the con- 
vention shall direct the roll of members of 
such delegation to be called, and the result 
shall be recorded in accordance with the 
votes individually given. 

Rule 10. No member shall speak more 
than once upon the same question, nor 
longer than five minutes, unless by leave 
of the convention, except in the presentation 
of the names of candidates. 

Rule 11. A Republican National committee 
shall be appointed, to consist of one member 
from each State, Territory, and District of 
Columbia. The roll shall be called, and th 
delegates from each State, Territory, an 
District of Columbia shall name through its 
Chairman the person who shall act 
as the member of such committee. Such 
committee shall issue a call for the meeting 
of the national convention six months, at 
least, before the time fixed for said meet- 
ing; and each Congressional district of the 
United States shall elect its delegates to the 
national convention in the same way as the 
nomination for a member of Congress is 
made in said district and in Territories: 
the delegates to the convention shall be 
elected in the same way as the nomination 
of a Delegate to Congress is made: the said 
National committee shall prescribe the 
mode of selecting delegates from the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. An alternate delegate for 
each delegate to the national convention, to 
act in case of the absence of the delegate, 
shall be elected in the same manner and at 
the same time as the delegates are elected. 
Delegates-at-large for each State and their 
alternates shall be elected by State conven- 
tions in their 1espective States. 

Rule 12. The Republican National com- 
mittee is authorized and empowered to se- 
lect an Executive committee, to consist of 
nine members, who may or may not be mem- 
bers of the National committee. 

Rule 13. The resolutions relating to the 
platform shall be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Resolutions without debate. 

Rule 14. No persons except members of the 
several delegations and officers of the con- 
vention shall be admitted to the sections of 
the hall apportiongd to delegates. 

Later in the evening the committee held a 
second meeting in the Southern Hotel and 
decided that four votes should be alllowed 
the District of Alaska. 


Important Change Proposed. 

The rule covering the manner of selecting 
National Committeemen and of calling the 
convention provoked a lively |. discussion. 
Gen. Powell Clayton of Arkansas introduced 
a resolution providing that some new method 
of selecting National Committeemen and 
delegates should be ‘found. Gen. Clay- 
ton offered no suggestion as to the method 
best to be employed, but declared that the 
presence of 170 contests, such as confronted 
the Credentials committee, proved that 
there was a crying error in the present 
method of doing things. It was decided to 
refer the matter to a subcommittee of seven, 
which is to report to the maln Committee 
on Rules at a time subsequent to the report 
of the committee to the convention tomor- 
row. 

The rule as it now stands for the selection 


of committeemen and delegates will be ap-. 


proved by the committee in its report to the 
convention, but the report will carry a rider 
to the effect that the committee’ believes a 
change from the present methods is desira- 
ble and that a committee is working to 
produce such a change. The matter then 
will be allowed to rest with the convention. 
If it decides that it cares to hear the report 
of the committee of seven it will be present- 
ed, otherwise nothing more will be heard 
from the matter at this convention. 

It was also decided to recommend that the 
National committee issue the call for the 
convention sixty days from the date select- 
ed instead of six months, as has been the 
practice heretofore.

St. Louis, Mo., June 16,—[{Special.]}—The 
Committee on Permanent Organization met 
in Room 368 of the Southern Hotel within an 
hour after the convention adjourned. C. H. 
Grosvenor of Ohio and Thomas McEwan of 
New Jersey were selected as Temporary 
Chairman and Secretary, respectively. 

The session did not last an hour, and near- 
ly all of that time was consumed in receiving 
the reports of the honorary State Vice-Pres- 
idents. As rapidly as each point was 
brought up it was disposed of by a unan- 
imous vote. As soon as the Vice-Presidents 
were named the Temporary Chairman and 


Secretary of the committee were made per- 


manent. 

Then George H. Thummel of Grand Island, 
Neb., nominated Gen. John M. Thurston of 
Nebraska for Permanent Chairman of the 
convention, J. C. Roberts of Oklahoma sec- 
onding the nomination by acclamation. All 
the other temporary officers of the conven- 
tion were made permanent, the only change 
being in the addition of D. F. Smith pf Okla- 
homa to the list of. Assistant Sergeant-at- 
Arms. This was done on motion of Delegate 
Roberts of Oklahoma.

ILLINOIS DELEGATES CLASH WITH 
THE SERGEANT-AT-ARMS, 


Chairman Hitch, Capt. Tanner, Ex- 
Gov. Fifer, and J. R. B. Van Cleave 

‘ ' Have a Seance with That Official 
for Interfering in the Appointment 
of Minor Convention Attendants 
for This State—Chicagoans Fare 
Well During the Firat Session. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[{Special.}—James 
R. B. Van Cleave did not appear at the con- 
vention as Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms in. 
charge of the stage. It had been announced 
that Chicago’s portly City Clerk would oc- 
cupy this somewhat conspicuous position. 
His absence therefore occasioned consider- 
able comment among the IIlinoisans, who 
were quick to notice it. 

There was reason for Mr. Van Cleave’s 
non-appearance in the role he has played 
at previous gatherings of this character. 
Tim Byrnes, the Sergeant-at-Arms, was. 
back of and responsible for it. Mr. Byrnes 
kicked up a noisy disturbance early this 


morning over a list of appointments he had 
made, of which neither Committeeman Fifer, 
Capt. John R. Tanner, or any other of the 
leading politicians knew anything about. Mr. 
Byrnes named fifty applicants recommend- 
ed by ex-Gov. Fifer, but, in addition to these, 
he also issued commissions to nearly as. 
many more from Illinois. 

Van Cleave went to his office this morn- 
ing after the badges and commissions for 
the Illinois boys. Byrnes happened to be 
cut at the time, but his secretary bundled 
up the whole package and turned it over 
to Mr. Van Cleave, who carried it down to 
the Southern Hotel. When he arrived there 
and found nearly 100 appointments instead 
of fifty the machine men were greatly sur- 
prised, and could not understand what it 
meant. The commissions for those of whom 
Van Cleave knew nothing were tied up in 
a package, and sent back to the Sergeant-at- 
Arms’ office. 


Clash with Tim Byrnes. 

In the meantime Mr. Byrnes discovered 
what had been done, and it seems he grew 
furious. He rushed to the hotel, found a 
crowd of men in Capt. Tanner’s room, and 
angrily charged Van Cleave with having 
surreptitiously taken the badges and com- 
missions for the extra appointees, 

The matter was reported immediately to 
Mr. Fifer, Capt. Tanner, and Charles Hitch, 
Chairman of the State Central committee, 
and they went on a hunt at once for the | 
Sergeant-at-Arms. They soon found him.

Depew Is Emphatic. 

Chauncey Depew doesn’t like this talk of 
naming Morton for Vice-President, and, 
should that be done, it is not unlikely he and 
the Governor will be at outs.

Mr. Depew afterward spread the news far 
and wide, and the friends of Hobart became 
even more confident they would land their 
man winner. 

When these telegrams were shown to Mr.

REED AND M’KINLEY MEN FIGHT. 


Desperate Struggle Over Banners Fi- 
nally Stepped by the Police. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[Special.]—There 
were the liveliest kind of scenes in the 
crowded corridors ‘of the Southern Hotel to- 
night. Followers of Reed struggled with the 
partisans of McKinley over the possession 
of pictures and banners of the rival candi- 
dates in a manner which made a college cane 
rush like a lawn tennis party in comparison 
and a football game the nicest kind of pic- 
nic. Hats were smashed in, canés and um- 
brellas broken, and the fingers and knuckles 
of the men struggling for the banners sound- 
ly rapped. Quiet was only restored by a de- 
tail of police being stationed in the corrid- 
ors of the second floor to maintain order, 
which they succeeded in doing, but only with 
considerable difficulty. 

It was in front of the Reed headquarters 
on the second floor that the liveilest scram- 
ble of the evening took place. After the 
McKinley parade had returned to the hotel 
the Reed enthusfasts, who were in force on 
the balcony, were given a serenade by the 
band from the streets. As quick as the 
band would stop for breath, however, the 
Reed people would begin a steady call of 
5 Reed, Reed, Reed,” and would vary the 
monotony of the proceedings by shying mis- 
siles at the McKinley lithographs carried 
by the paraders. 

The Canton McKinley club, whose mem- 
bers were at the head of the parade, decided 
to carry the war into Africa. The band at 
the head of the column pushed its way 
through the crowd in the corridors of the 
hotel and marched up-stairs to the very 
door of the room. The band played its loud- 
est, and the McKinley people shook their 
banners fairly over the heads of the enemy. 

This was too much for the Reed followers. 
They made a sortie and captured a McKin- 
ley banner, The McKinley followers rallied 
and made a rush to save their standard. 
The struggling mob knocked the instruments 
out of the hands of the band players, who 
endeavored at first to stand their ground. 
Finally the bass drummer, who appeared 
worried for the safety of his drum, beat a 
hasty retreat and left the field in the pos- 
session of the struggling partisans. he 
McKinley lithograph waved in triumph over 
the heads of the men struggling for pos- 


session. 
Then a man in the crowd struck at it with 


his cane. Then the air was full of canes and 
umbrellas and blows were rained upon the 
lithograph and the stick which held it. Not 
all the Sows aimed at the lithograph fell 
upon it. As the picture was jerked this way 
and that. a cane or an umbrella would miss 
the mark and come down hard on some 
one’s head. 

Finally the stick to the Jithograph broke 
and the picture fell and a colored man from 
Maine grabbed it. He tried to carry it into 
the Reed headquarters, but the crowd caught 
him and rolled him over on the floor. The 
banner was torn from his grasp and carried 
on the tide of battle along the corridor, and 
the men who fell down in the struggle were 
walked on. 

The air was full of dust kicked up from the 
carpets by the scurrying feet of the crowd 
and men yelled and some women who were 
watching the contest became 80 frightened 
they screamed. 

The McKinley people kept the lithograph, 
but just as its possession was secure the

banners declaring for Reed. 

To the excited crowd the banners were as 
red flags before a bull. There was another 
rush and the Reed men pushed back clear 
through their room and were driven to bay 
fn a corner.

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[Special.]—Man- 
ager Hanna, having conceded the gold stand- 
ard shibboleth to Manager Lodge and his 
wicked partners, Platt and Quay, found 
himself after the dullest and dreariest open- 
ing session of a national convention since 
national conventions began, the chaplain’s 
gold standard prayer being the only inter- 
esting thing, as the applause of the conven- 
tion showed, confronted with another lively 
fight over the Vice-Presidency, the anti- 
Hanna ex-bosses having determined to force 
Morton on the ticket against Manager Han- 
na’s determination to put Hobart on, lest the 
Western anger might think that Wall 
street has had something to do with it. 

Mr. Platt, by running Mr. Morton for 
Vice-President (with Mr. Morton’s consent) 
at the same time that he is running him for 
President, has given the McKinleyites of the 
New York delegation another opportunity to 
rave at him, which they are diligently im- 
proving, incidentally getting out a circular 
to the colored delegates signed by the colored 

ors of “Four thousand colored New 
York Republicans,” accusing Morton of 
defeating the Lodge force bill by calling a 
Democ to the chair of the Senate when 
the time came to shelve it, and terming the 
New York candidate for President and Vice- 
President a dough-faced traitor. The anti- 
Platt New-Yorkers also signed a protest 
against Platt's course, stating that they are 
willing to vote for Morton for President, but 
not Vice-President. Incidentally Gov. For- 
— has split the Ohio de on th 
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act on all questions not immediately affect- 
ing the nomination in combination with those 
who are opposed to the Ohio candidate. 

This was made plain in the victory which 
the gold standard people have wrenched 
from Mark Hanna. r.

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—([Specigl.)— 
The advocates of a plain-spoken declara- 
tion in favor of the gold standard here, after 
two days’ hard fighting, won the battle. 
There seems to be no doubt about it that 
Mark Hanna has capitulated to the gold 
standard forces marshalled by Platt, Quay, 
and Lodge, and during yesterday said to 
more than one of his numerous visitors that 
he now sees no real objection to the inser- 
tion of the word gold in the platform. 

The advocates of a financial straddle do 
not admit that they are beaten and do not 
admit that Mr. Hanna has surrendered. 
They still insist that the conservative senti- 
ment in Iliinois, Iowa, Michigan, Indiana, 
and other States must not be offended by the 
word gold,“ and profess to be willing and 
even anxious that the dispute should becar- 
ried into the convention to be fought out 
there. 

This may be done, but it is not likely. The 
accessions to the ranks of the gold standard 
advocates here were so great during yester- 
day that the straddlers are disheartened, 
Oregon and Nebraska here joined hands 
with New York and Massachusetts, and 
Senator Lodge, who formed the gold column 
into line Sunday, announced last night that 
he has twenty-two States back of him and 
that the straddlers will be defeated in the 
Committee on Resolutions and in the con- 
vention if necessary. 

Although sentiment in Iowa and Illinois 
is divided, the representatives of these 
States on the resolutions will not be. No 
member of the committee will be more loyal 
to the cause of gold standard than Patter- 
son of Illinois, and his loyalty will do much 
towards checking the sentiment in favor of 
a straddle. Even the colored delegates have 


come to the support of the gold standards 


cause. They held a conference Monday at 
which at least twenty States were represent- 
ed by forty-two votes. Of this number all 
but nine were recorded in favor of gold. 
Therfree silver Republicans are no longer 
factof in the contest. They may bolt the 
convention and they may not. Their course 
is not important, howeyer, in view of the 
fact that the gold men will be masters of the 
situation. The unreconcilable advocates of 
a financial straddle are now as emphatic 
in declaring they will carry the fight into 
the convention as the gold men were Sun- 
day, but the leaders on all sides will at- 
tempt to prevent this.

WAY BE A LYNCHING AT GOSHEN, IND. 


Milton B. Wells Kills Miss Jennie Wal- 
ters After First Having Tried 
to Burn Her Alive. 


worth seeing. Candor is pitted 


Elkhart, Ind., June 16.— [Special. Milton 
B. Wells, a well-known employé at the Lake 
Shore and Michigan Southern railway ma- 
chine shops was the perpetrator last night of 
a crime that has resulted in murder. Miss 
Jennie Walters, an attractive and excep- 
tionally popular young woman, is the vic- 
tim. Wells, who is a man of about 50 years, 
recently became a widower, and since then 
has received many favors at the hands of 
the family of Miss Walters, who lives imme- 
diately across the street. 

Just before committing the crime Wells 
called the young woman over to his house 
ostensibly to get a chair which he had told 
her he would give her. When she entered 
the door he threw a quantity of kerosene oil 
over her and ignited it. Then without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation he drew a revolver and 
fired, the ball grazing the back of her head. 
Another shot struck her chin, breaking her 
jaw, dislodging several teeth, and lodged at 
the base of her brain. 

The girl fell at the second shot, but strug- 
gling to her feet she ran to her house and 
fell exhausted upon the veranda, Those who 
had heard the shooting were further at- 
tracted by her screams and succeeded in sub- 
duing the flames which enveloped her, but not 
until her lower Mmbs were terribly burned. 
At this time it was discovered that Wells’ 
residence was on fire, and before the fire 
department, which was summoned, could 
qucnch the flames the rear part of the house 
and considerable furniture was consumed. 

Wells’ evident intention was to kill the 
girl and burn her together with the house, 
During all the excitement the flend was an 
interested onlooker, and made no effort to 
escape. The Chief of Police arriving on 
the scene took him into custody and placed 
him in the city jail. 

Miss Walters was a ghastly sight when the 
neighbors arrived. Herclothing was burned 
to shreds and she was covered with blood. 
She was wonderfully gritty, however, and 
sustained herself remarkably well while the 
surgeons were dressing her wounds. After 
giving her ante-mortem statement she sank 
into a comatose state, in which condition she 
remained until the time of her death. 

The young woman died today at 10 o’clock 
ingreatagony. The talk of lynching became 
so strong when her gy became public 
that Wells was placed in a carriage and 
speedily taken to Goshen and placed in the 
county jail. In her ante-mortem statement 
Miss Walters said the only motive for the 
crime was jealousy, as on yesterday Wells 
learned that she was engaged to Warren 
Cable, a young man of this city. She had 
achieved more than a local dramatic repu- 
tation and was very popular. 

Wells refuses to talk on the subject, and 
upon being arrested pretended to be drunk. 
There is some talk of a party organizing and 
going to Goshen tonight for the purvose of 
taking the matter into their own hands.

SPAIN WILL FOLLOW THE PRESIDENT. 


Government Declines to Give Out In- 
formation Concerning the Diplo- 
matic Correspondence with Us. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY A. E. HOUGHTON.| 

Madrid, June 16.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]}—The independent members of both 
Houses and Liberal and Carlist oppositions 
show so much disposition to criticise the 
egnduct of the government in its relations 
with the United States that Senor Canovas 
and the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Duke 
Tetuan, have decided to assume a resolute 
attitude with the view to shift upon the op- 
position the responsibility of all irritating 
and retrospective debates that might alter 
the harmony of the present cordial and 
friendly relations between the Spanish and 
American Governments. The Ministers 
therefore will plead henceforth the reasons 
of international convenience to declare they 
consider it inexpedient to furnish explena- 
tions or lay on the table of the House docu- 
ments concerning almost all cases that have 
been and are yet the subject of negotiations 
between the two governments. Above all, 
they are unwilling to accept debates on the 
conduct of Consuls Williams and Lee in 
Havana, and on affairs that are subjudice, 
like the affair of the Competitor and those 
of American citizens demanding that their 
rights are secured by the treaty of 1877. 

The Ministers will oppose generally all 
discussions that may lead to demonstrations 
in Parliament and the press against the 
United States. They will declare it inadvis- 
able to rake up matters like the Mora case, 
now definitely settled, and the Alllanca 
steamer case, in which Spain gave America 
satisfaction, because it was admitted the 
vessel had been stopped outside of juris- 
dictional waters. 

Premier Canovas wants to avert any fresh 
tension of Spain's relations with the United 
States as long as Cleveland remains in of- 
fice. Hence the efforts made to appeal to 
the patriotism of the opposition factions to 
make them cease their anti-American dem- 
onstrations in Parliament, at least in the 
first part of the session, ending in August. 


CITY OF HAVANA LIKELY 10° PALL. 


Insurgents Supposed to Be Able to 
Capture the City at Any Time—Lon- 
don News Ridicules Spain. 


London, June 16.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New Tork Journal.

says:

OLD CHICAGO PIONEER PASSES AWAY. 


George L. Nichols, One of Engle- 
wood’s Chief Builders, Succumbs 
to Complication of Diseases. 


George L. Nichols, one of the pioneer build- 
ers of Chicago, died at his home, No. 813 
West Sixty-second street, at an early hour 
yesterday morning. For many years he had 
been afflicted with pulmonary trouble and 
this, with a complication of other diseases, 
caused his death.

DIXON FAILS TO KNOCK OUT FLAHERTY. 


Fights a Twenty-Round Draw Before 
the Boston Athletic Clab—Colored 
Champion Losing His Grip. 


Boston, Mass., June 16.—[{Special.]—Be- 
fore the Suffolk Athletic club this evening: 
champion George Dixon fought Martin 
Flaherty a twenty-round draw. This is the 
second time he has failed to get a decision 
over this ambitious young man. Still con- 
siderable surprise was manifest among the 
sports over the result. The outcome lends 
probability to a statement recently made by 
O' Rourke, Dixon’s old manager, that the 
colored champion is getting stale. 

It was very apparent from the beginning 
that he was not fighting in his usual form, 
During the entire fight Dixon, although 
always the aggressor, made only two styles 
of leads, one for the heart and the other 
for the jugular. He battered Flaherty 
heavily about the ribs during the first of 
the fight, but the blows at the time were al- 
most invariably ineffective. Flaherty's pol- 
icy was simply to stand his opponent off for 
a draw and very little leading was done by 


him. 
At the end of the twentieth round both 


men retired to their corners with hardly a 
scratch. 

Two preliminary bouts were fought, one 
of twelve rounds between Dave Sullivan and 
Joe Elms (colored), and the other of eight 
rounds between Louis Sullivan and Spike 
Sullivan, all local fighters. In the tenth 
round Elms had his man all but knocked 
out when Sullivan struck him a staggerer 
which sent him to the floor and won the 
fight. 

11 took Spike Sullivan just two rounds 
to settle his opponent, and just before Dixon 
and Flaherty went into the ring he issued 
a challenge to the winner. 

This is undoubtedly the last boxing tourna- 
ment to be held in this city, since the law 
prohibiting such exhibitions goes into effect 
the 18th of this month. :

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HOPES FOR WISE ACTION. 


PRESIDENT CLEVELAND GIVES COUN-~- 
SEL TO HIS PARTY. 


Declares the Adoption of Free Silver 
Platform by the Chicago Conven- 
tion Will Cause Great Injury to the 
Interests of the Country—Would 
Give the Republicans an Advantage 
Which Could Not Be Overcome— 
Urges Sound Money Men to Be Firm. 


Washington, D. C., June 16.—In reply to 
a request from the New York Herald for a 
statement concerning the Democratic situ- 
ation, President Cleveland tonight sent the 
following to that newspaper: 

I have made no figures as to the proba- 
ble action of delegates already chosen or to 
be chosen to the Democratic National con- 
vention, but I refuse to believe that when the 
time arrives for deliberate action there will 
be engrafted upon our Democratic creed a 
demand for the free, unlimited, and inde- 
pendent coinage of silver. I cannot believe 
this because I know the Democratic party 
18 neither unpatriotic nor foolish and be- 
cause it seems so clear to me that such a 
course will inflict a very great injury upon 
every interest of our country which it has 
been the mission of Democracy to advance, 
and will result in lasting disaster to our 
party organization. 

„There is little hope that as a means of 
success this free silver proposition, after its 
thorough discussion during a political cam- 
paign, will attract a majority of the voters 
of the country. It must be that many of the 
illusions influencing those now relying upon 
this alleged panacea for their ills will be dis- 
pelled before the time comes for them to 
cast their bailots, which will express their 
sober second thought. The adoption by the 
Democracy of this proposition would, I be- 
lieve, give to our opponents an advantage 
both in the present and future which they 
do not deserve. 

„My attachment to true Democracy is 80 
strong that I consider its suecess as identical 
with the promotion of the country’s good. 
This ought sufficiently to account for my 
anxiety that no mistake be made at our 
party convention. In my opinion no effort 
should be spared to secure such action of the 
delegates as will avert party demoralization. 

“Tt is a place for consultation and com- 

rison of views; and those Democrats who 

lieve in the cause of sound money should 
there be heard and be constantly in evidence. 

“ A cause worth fighting for is worth fight- 
ing for to the end. If sound money Demo- 
crats suppose there is danger of a mistake 
being made such danger should stimulate 
their activity in averting it instead of creat- 
ing discouragement.

Small Caliber Revolver Fails to Stop 
an Enemy Soon Enough. | 

United Service Gazette: The importance 
of our army pistol being given more stop- 
ping power is well illustrated by a case al- 
luded to by Col. Fosbery, which occurred in 
one of the actions fought during the Indian 
mutiny. An officer who especially prided 
himself on his pistol shooting was attacked 
by a stalwart mutineer armed with a heavy 
sword. The officer, unfortunately for him- 
self, carried a Colt’s navy pistol, which was 
of small caliber, fired a sharp-pointed picket 
bullet of sixty to the pound, and a heavy 
charge of powder, its range being at least 
600 yards. This he proceeded to empty into 
the Sepoy as he advanced, but having done 
this, he waited just one second too long to 
sge the effect of his shooting, and was cloven 
to the teeth by his antagonist, who then 
dropped down and died beside him. Fiveout 
of the six bullets had struck the Sepoy close 
together in the chest, and had all passed 
through him and out at his back. Here was 
an accurate weapon used with deliberation 
and skill, having long range and great pen- 
etration, and all to no purpose. The enemy 
was killed, it is true, but not stopped until he 
had been able to inflict a fatal wound upon 
his slayer. 


DIES AFTER A WEEK OF DARKNESS. 


Henry J. Witbeck Passes Away from 
Self-Inflicted Injuries. 

After living more than a week with one of 
his eyes torn out of its socket and the sight 
of the other completely destroyed, and with 
a bullet in his brain, Henry J. Witbeck of the 
firm of Harbaugh & Witbeck died at the 
County Hospital last night. 

Two weeks ago Witbeck was summoned 
to serve as a juror in Judge Baker’s court. 
He appeared for duty, but after waiting 
around the courtroom a short time left 
without securing the permission of the court.

One remarked he would go to the 
penitentiary, and another declared he might 
hang.

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DEAD MAN LIVED HERE. 


CLEARING OF THE MYSTERY OF THE 
SHOOTING OF BANKER WYCKOFF. 


Intended Victim Probably Will Re- 
cover, but the Would-Be Assassin 
and Suicide Is Dead—Identified as 
George H. Semple, a Book Can- 
vasser, and Former Resident of 
Chicago—Body Is to Be Brought to 
This City for Burial. 


New York, June 16.—{Special. I President 
George H. Wyckoff of the Bank of New 
Amsterdam, who was shot yesterday, will 
probably recover. His assailant died this 
afternoon at 1 o'clock. He had been posi- 
tively identified during the night as George 
H. Semple, book canvasser, 28 years old, 
living at No. 37 West Eighty-second street. 

At 10 o’clock a woman who said she was 
Semple’s wife, with her mother, reached the 
hospital. She seemed much affected, re- 
fused to give reporters any information, and 
remained with him all day. Mrs. Semple’s 
mother remained at the hospital for about 
one hour and then left. 

The police remained at the hospital during 
the night and made repeated attempts to get 
Semple to talk. 

Mrs. Semple is about 30 years old, below 
medium height, and gives evidence of re- 
finement. She has a son 3 years old. Her 
family are said to be in good circumstances. 
She and her husband and child had boarded 
until a few days ago at No. 78 West Eighty- 
second street. 

Coroner Fitzpatrick this morning received 
the following dispatch from Mrs. A. F. 
Clark of No. 1295 Rokeby street, Chicago, 
who believes the bank President’s assassin 
may be her husband: 

Please wire brief description of Clark, 
who shot Wyckoff. My husband missing 
three weeks. Left arm one and a half inches 
shorter than right. Scar over left eye and 
on breast.“ ! 

Chief Clerk Reynolds of the Coroner’s 
office telephoned to the hospital authorities 
for a description of the man, Semple. Be- 
yond saying that the man had a scar over 
the left eye the doctors were silent. 

The people at the Coroner’s office believe 
that Semple, under the name of Clark, may 
have a wife out West. 

It has been learned that Semple had left 
his wife two or three times in order to secure 
employment in other cities. He was en- 
gaged in the tobacco commission business 
here, but from all acounts was shiftless and 
frequently found himself in trouble. Mrs. 
Semple went with him to Chicago once. 

George H. Semple was 29 years old. His 
father, George Edward Semple, married a 
Miss Kennedy of Kentucky, and four sons 
were born to them, George being the young- 
est. The family came to this city from Chi- 
cago fifteen years ago and the father pur- 
chased an interest in the wholesale and job- 
bing grocery house of Francis H. Leggett 
& Co., on Franklin street. In his later years 
he was stricken with paralysis. 

Mr. Tonge, the father-in-law of the dead 
man, said tonight that the body would be 
embalmed and taken to Chicago Thursday 
for burial. 


Inquiry at No. 1295 Rokeby street at 11:30 
last night brought a denial that any person 
of the name of Clark or Semple lived or was 
known there. 


DEFENSE OF MRS. FLEMING BEGINS. 


Witnesses Would Not Believe Chemist 
Scheele Under Oath. 

New York, June 16.—[Special.]—Mrs. Flem- 
ing’s defense to the charge of having mur- 
dered her mother with poison was begun 
yesterday. It progressed in a most amazing 
fashion. The result of the whole day’s 
work was that the case of the people of the 
State of New York against Mary Alice Flem- 
ing was dropped and the case of some people 
against Dr. Walter Theodore Scheele was 
put on trial. 

The accusations against the chemist who 
found poison in the body of Mrs. Bliss and 
upon utensils belonging to Mrs. Fleming 
were many and various, but they all amount- 
ed to the same thing—none of the witnesses 
for the defense would believe Dr. Scheele’s 
oath, and all of them thought his character 
was bad. 

Cross-examination by counsel for the peo- 
ple showed that every witness called had a 
grudge against Dr. Scheele. Mrs. Fleming 
was cheerful all day and at times indulged 
in a little judiicous levity. 
SON OF BEECHER ON TRIAL. 
Is Accused of Forging a Name to an 

Application for Insurance. 

New York, June 16.—[Special.]—Henry 
Barton Beecher, son of the late Henry Ward 
Beecher, was on trial on the charge of forg- 
ery in the criminal part of the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, today. 

He was formerly a member of the firm of 
Beecher, Schenck & Co., and was indicted 
with his partners, Schenck and William 
Midgley. They are agents of the American 
Casualty Insurance and Security company 
of Baltimore. 

Beecher is charged with forging an ap- 
plication of the Vice-President of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad com- 
pany for an insurance policy, for which 
the premiums would aggregate $220,00v. 
He is defended by his brother, Col. William

Richard W. Morrison, Assistant State's- 
Attorney of Cook County, III., was the next 
witness for: the defendant. He told of a 
social call he made on Mrs. Carter in Decem- 
ber, 1889, while she was at the Hotel Riche- 
lieu in Chicago. He saw Belasco there, and 
told the playwright he believed that Mrs. 
Carter was’ a natural-born actress. Mr. 
Morrison testified that he went to Kansas 
City in reply to a telegram from Price asking 
for $6,750. He went to Mrs. Carter’s room 
and saw Belasco and Price. He took up the 
telegram in which Price asked for $6,750 and 
said: This is asking too much.” Mr. Her- 
rick, he said, was angry about the request 
and considéred this bleeding process had 
gone far enough, and no more money would 
be put up. 

Belasco, witness said; acted like a caged 
tiger. He ran up and down, pushed his 
fingers through his hair, and rushed up to 
Mrs. Carter and exclaimed, ‘‘ Let me have 
those letters,“ and turned to witness shout- 
ing. I have got letters that will make Fair- 
bank give us money.“ N 

„Don't get excited and talk like that, 
said the witness, „that sounds like black- 
mail.“ 

On cross- examination Morrison denied 
that he had threatened to go on the stand 
and damn and ruin Mrs. Carter. I said,’ 
the witness testified, that if Mrs. Carter 
went on the stand for persons who were try- 
ing to blackmail Mr. Fairbank she would 
damn and ruin herself,“ 

Ex-Judge Dittenhoefer then took up each 
item of expense at the time of the Kansas 
City settlement, and asked Morrison where 
there was any blackmail in them. 

Mr. Morrison said he did not believe the 
items were correct, but as Mr. Fairbank was 
a leading citizen of Chicago and might be 
compromised he did not examine each item 
as he would in taking a formal release in a 
blackmailing case.

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DECISION NOT WELL RECEIV ED. 


Referee Fanning’s Work Is Criticised 
by Many Wheelmen. 

Faulhaber’s backers are sore at Referee 
Fanning. They say that he acted unfairly 
toward their man during almost the entire 
time he was considering the evidence in the 
case, and that they have ample cause for 
complaint against him. They assert they 
were requested not to have any of the evi- 
dence favorable to their man published, and 
they. Were promised that secured by the 
other side would also be kept from the press, 
which they say was not done, and some of 
the evidence secured by Murphy’s supporters 
was made public. They now say they re- 
gret having given their consent to withhold 
from publication the the affidavits secured 
by them, as they believe their case would 
otherwise have been stronger. ; 

Ritter words were spoken yesterday con- 
cerning Fanning’s decision, Faulhaber’s sup- 
porters calling it unfair and unjust, and they

Fanning’s position as referee of the Chi- 
cago road race has been about as difficult a 
One as a man could be placed in. He had to 
decide a matter as complicated and as full 
of contradictions as any case ever giventoa 
jury. He knew his decision would be un- 
popular and that he would be severely criti- 
cised by the friends of the man whom he 
decided against and by wheelmen in general. 
He said as much on Monday night, yet in the 
face of all that he said from the evidence 
produced there was no other decision to be 
made. a 

The decision is unpopular to a surprising 
degree. A careful canvass of the opinions of 
wheelmen yesterday showed that sentiment 
is largely in favor of Faulhaber, and indig- 
nant remarks were made by many against 
Referee Fanning. Murphy, however, has the 
prize, and all talk about the rottenness ”’ 
of the decision amounts to nothing and isin 
rather bad grace. 

The report that four of the judges cast 
their ballots for Murphy and four against 
him is a mistake, said one of them last 
night. 

The truth of the matter 1s, four ot the 
judges voted against Murphy, two for him, 
and two were non-committal, and Fanning 
cast the deciding vote. He should not have 
kept us closeted with him for two hours 
listening to evidence and arguments and 
then decided the case as he had already made 
up his mind to do.“

ALIENS ON THE GOVERNMENT PAYROLL. 


Clerks Who Have Not Taken Out Nat- 
uralization Papers Make Haste to 
Comply with Popular Demand. 
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Rehan performance were: 
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Washington, D. C., June 16.—[Special.}— 
Persons holding high-salaried positions in 
Uncle Sam’s employ who have not hitherto 
considered it necessary to become citizens 
of this country are now making the effort of 
their lives to put themselves on a voting 
basis. 

Clerks at the City Hall have been overrun 
recently with this class of business, but have 
been at a loss to account for the sudden and 
unexpected activity. Within the last month 
fifty-six final naturalization papers have 
been taken out, and thirty-two persons have 
signed their names in a big book announc- 
ing their intention of becoming citizens of 
the United States. In explanation of this 
sudden desire of so many people to become 
bona fide citizens, it is said one reason is 
that a patriotic organization of this city de- 
cided to take vigorous action in the matter 
of aliens holding government positions. A 
committee was appointed to ascertain the 
number thus employed and institute an in- 
quiry as to why it was that foreigners could 
obtain these positions, to the detriment of 
American citizens. 

Congressman Grosvenor of Ohio recently 
introduced a resolution, which was passed, 
calling on the head of each executive de- 
partment to furnish Congress with a com- 
plete list of all aliens employed under their 
supervision.

ae and Woodlawn avenues are 
thickly settled all along from Seventy-fifth 
to Eighty-fifth streets. The ditch in which 
the child lost her life extends along Seventy- 
ninth street from the neighborhood of the 
drainage canal to the lake. At Chauncey 
evenue it is three or four feet deep, but the 
bridge is unprotected even by a rail. 

The residents of Grand Crossing have 
been agitating several years for a sewer. 
Assessment notices have been sent out two 
or three times, but work on the sewer seems 
to be as far off as ever.

The matter has recently been revived, and

Then the 
correspondents of the various papers came 
strolling in, and the men who served after- 
noon papers lost no time in getting: early 
copy. 

The floor of the hall soon filled up with 
people other than delegates—for the very 
good reason, there was nobody on guard at 
the doors to keep the crowd out. 

A little after 11 o’clock Tim Byrnes or- 
dered the Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms to see 
that everybody except the delegates and the 
ushers were driven off that portion of the 
floor assigned to the delegates. It is need- 
less to say that very few left the hall. At 
this juncture but one delegate could be seen 
and that was Bob Smalis of South Carolina, 
who has been in Congress a good many 
times when the Republicans could hold him 


in his seat. 
Arrangements of the Delegations. 
The sitting arrangements of the delegates 
were quite out of the beaten path. Ohio was 
to the front, as might be expected, with 
Maine, California, and Alabama to its left. 
New York was fairly in the center of the 
house, with Illinois across the aisle and be- 
hind. Michigan was New: York’s right-hand 
neighbor. lowa was well in the background. 
The Territories and small States were sand- 
wiched in with the big ones in a curious 


fashion. 

A man by the name of Johnson made his 
appearance on-the platform and assumed an 
attitude of all authority. Johnson was for 
a good many years reading clerk in the 
United States Senate, and on occasions of 
this character looms up in great effulgence, 
He wanted to do the reading act at this con- 
vention, it was understood. He says he is an 
authority on parliamentary law and rulings, 
and has but one competitor in the business 
in the person of Henry H. Smith, long con- 
nected with the 4 use of Representatiyes. 
While Johnson was authority on parlia- 
mentary law in the Senate, Smith held a 
monopoly in the House, and both wanted 
positions where they could prompt the Sec- 
retary and Temporaray Chairman in case 
they got into a tight box. In order to keep 
peace in the family both Johnson and Smith 
were recognized and arrayed with badges. 


Gen. Mahone’s Face Is Missed. 


After a little time Tom Carter came in, 
and he stood up on the platform behind the 
chair of the presiding officer. But many a 
noted man was missing. The gallant little 
Gen. Mahone, who invariably came in at the 
head of the delegation from Virginia, evok- 
ing loud shouts of applause, died in Washing- 
ton a few months ago. Billy Mahone was a 
picturesque: figure in every convention for 
almost twenty years, and everybody had re- 
spect and admiration for im, too. Brady of 
Petersburg, Mahone’s old enemy, was the 
delegate from the Fourth District, and there’ 
were a good many missing faces in the Vir- 

ginia delegation. Bowden of Norfolk had 

crawled in after a contest, but Groner could 

not be found. Col. Lamb, the first Repub- 

lican Mayor of Norfolk, and the hero of Fort 

Fisher, headed the Virginia delegation. But 

it did not seem exactly right without Billy 

Mahone, who never made his appearance 

in one of these conventions but what he was 

applauded to the echo.

FAIRBANKS TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN, 


Indiana Man Received with Applause 
and Makes a Telling Speech. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—Joseph H. Manley, 
the Secretary of the National committee, 
read the call for the convention, after which 
Chairman Carter said: 

Gentlemen of the Convention—By direc- 
tion of the conrmittee I present, subject to 
your approval, for your Temporary Chair- 
man the Hon. Charles W. Fairbanks of In- 
diana.“ [Applause.] 

Mr. Sutherland of New York was recog- 
nized and said: 

On behalf of the delegation from New

The motion, as put by Chairman Carter, 
was carried by a unanimous vote and the 
convention received the result with cheers. 

Chairman Carter said: ‘‘I now have the 
distinguished honor to present to you as your 
temporary presiding officer the Hon. Charles 
W. Fairbanks of Indiana.”’ 


Makes His Address. 


As Mr. Fairbanks came forward the con- 
vention heartily applauded him. He deliv- 
ered the following address: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: Iam pro- 
foundly grateful for this expression of your 
generous confidence. As citizens we were 
never called upon to discharge a more im- 
portant duty than that which rests upon us— 
the nomination of a President and Vice- 
President of the United States. This duty 
is a peculiarly impressive one at the mo- 
ment, for it is already written in the book 
of fate that the choice of this convention 
will be the next President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the great republic. 

Three years of Democratic administra- 
tion have been three years of panic, of 
wasted energy, of anxiety, and loss to 
the American people, without a par- 
allel in our history. Today the peo- 
ple turn to the Republican party hope- 
fully, confidently; and it is for us to meet 
their expectations; it is for us to give them 
those candidates upon whom their hearts 
have centered, and to give them clear, 
straightforward, emphatic expression of our 
political faith. The Republican party is a 
party of convictions; and it has written its 
convictions in the history of the republic 
with the pen and the sword; with it the 
supreme question always has been not what 
is merely politic,“ but what is everlast- 
ingly “right.” The great men we have 
given to the Nation and to history, the 
mighty dead and the illustrious living, are 
our inspiration and tower of strength. If 
we are but true to their exalted example we 
cannot be false to our countrymen. 

“For a third of a century prior to the ad- 
vent of the present Democratic administra- 
tion we operated under laws enacted by the 
Republican party. All great measures Con- 
cerning the tariff and the currency origin- 
ated with it. Tariff laws were formed upon 
lines which protected our laborers and pro- 
ducers from unequal and unjust foreign 
competition, and upon the theory that the 
best market in the world is the home market, 
and that it should be enjoyed by our own 
countrymen. 


Republican Currency Record. 


Under the currency laws our currency 
was made national. The wildcat State bank 
money of the Democratic party was wiped 
out of existence. The unprecedented de- 
mands growing out of the war were met bya 
paper currency which ultimately became as 
good as gold. Since the resumption of specie 
payments in 1879 every dollar of our money— 
paper, silver, and gold—has been of equal 


urchasing power the world over. The pol- 


cy of the party has been to make and keep 
our curréncy equal to the best in the world. 
“Under the operation of these honest tariff 
and honest money Republican laws the coun- 
try grew in wealth and power beyond prec- 
edent. We easily outstripped all other pow- 
ers in the commercial race. On Nov. 8, 1592, 
there was work for every hand and bread 
for every mouth. We had reached high wa- 
ter mark. Labor received higher wages 
than ever and capital was profitably and se- 
curely employed. The national revenues 
were sufficient to meet our obligations and 
leave a surplus in the Treasury. Foreign 
and domestic trade were greater in volume 
and value than they had. ever For- 
eign balances were largely in our favor, 


Chicago condemned the protective tariff 
principle as unconstitutional and solemnly 
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rience and emphas the discredit into 
which the Democratic administration had 
fallen. An utter want of confidence in the 
administration possessed the people. 
“The Democratic party was harmonious 
upon one subject and that was the destruc- 
tion of the McKinley law. But when they 
came to the exercise of the creative faculty, 
the enactment of a great revenue 
measure in its stead, there was 
discord. The imperiled interests of 
the country watched and waited through 


the long and anxious months for some settle- 


ment of the important question. They 


wanted an end of uncertainty. At length the 


Wilson bill was adopted, and it was char- 
acterized by a Democratie President as the 
child of “ perfidy and dishonor.” It was so 
bad that he would not contaminate his hand 
by signing it. A bill that was too base for 
Mr. Cleveland to approve is too rotten for 
the approval of the American people. 


Failed to Provide Enough Revenue. 


This important law was wanting in the 
primary purpose of a revenue measure; for 
it failed to provide adequate revenue to meet 
the requirements of the government. The 
deficiency thus far amounts to some $150,- 
000,000. The end is not yet, for the deficiency 
grows day by day. This leaves the Treasury 
and the public credit in constant peril. Our 
foreign credit is impaired and domestic cap- 
ital feels Insecure. 

“The sectional favoritism of the Wilsonlaw 
was one of its marked features. Its blow at 
sheep husbandry was an unpardonable of- 


bellum currency record; consider its hos- 
tility to the currency rendered necessary by 
the exigency of war; and later, its effort to 
inflate the currency in a time of peace by 
the issue of greenbacks. Witness its opposi- 
tion to the efforts of the Republican party 
to resume specie payments. But four short 
years ago it declared for a return to the old 
discredited State bank currency. 

“The Republican party has not been un- 
friendly to the proper use of sfiver. It has 
‘always favored, and favors today, the use 
of silver as a part of our circulating me- 
dium. But it favors that use under such 
provisions and safeguards as shall not im- 
peril our present national standard. The 

olicy of the Republican party is to retain 
both gold and silver as a part of our circu- 
lating medium, while the policy of free coin- 
age of silver leads to certain silver mono- 
metallism. It is an immutable law that two 
moneys of unequal value will not circulate 
together, and that the poorer always drives 
out the better. 

“The Republican party, desiring fairly to 
secure a larger use of silver, pledged itself 
in favor of an international agreement. Har- 
rison, true to the pledge of the party, took 
the initiatory steps, and invited an inter- 
national monetary conference at Brussels, 
at which the subject of an international 
coinage agreement was ably and profitably 
discussd. The Democratic party was also 
committed to international bimetallism, but 
when it came into power the work which had 
been so auspiciously begun by the Repub- 
lican party was abandoned. It was so ab-

fense; it was a flagrant wrong to the farmers 
of the United States. This great industry 
had developed and grown under Republican 
protective laws until it was one of our great- 
est. We are now sending abroad millions of 
dollars for wool which were paid to our farm- 
ers under the McKinley law. 

„The bill struck down reciprocity, one of 
the highest achievements in American states 
manship. No measure was ever enacted 
which more directly advanced the interests 
of the American farmers and manufacturers 
than reciprocity. With its destruction fell 
advantageous commercial agreements, under 
which their products were surely finding 
larger and more profitable foreign markets 
and without the surrender of theirown. The 
substitution of advalorem for specific duties 
has opened the way for systematic wholesale 
frauds upon the Treasury and producers and 
employés of the country. By means of un- 
dervaluations foreign goods pass through 
the custom-houses without paying théir just 
tribute to the Treasury of the United States. 
Thus we have lost millions of dollars in reve- 
nue, and the foreign producer has been ena- 
bled to unfairly possess our home markets. 

„Neither time nor place will permit further 
reference to the unfortunate legislation of 
the Democratic party nor to the hurtful, de- 
moralizing effects of it. Suffice it to say that 
it has been the great arid original factor in 
breaking down confidence, checking prog- 
ress, emptying the Treasury, causing contin- 
ued deficits and enforced idleness among 
millions of willing workers. 

Future Has Been Mortgaged. 

„ To meet the monthly deficit and protect 
our credit and save the government from 
protest the President has been forced to 
sell bonds; in other words, he has been 
obliged to mortgage the future in a time of 
peace to meet the current obligations of the 
government. 

“ This is in sharp contrast with the Repub- 
lican record. Our tariff laws not only raised 
revenue but they protected our domestic 
industries: they impartially protected the 


farmer and the manufacturer, both North and 


South. Not only that, but they also raised 
sufficient revenue to. gradually reduce the 
public debt, and without imposing a griev- 
ous burden upon the people. During the ad- 
ministration of Harrison $236,000,000 of 
obligations were paid, while Cleveland dur- 
ing the last three years has added to our in- 
terest bearing debt $262,000,000. Against 
such Democratic financiering the Repub- 
lican party enters its emphatic protest. 
‘Having attenmpted to revise the tariff 
policy of the United States with such lament- 
able results, the Democratic party now pro- 
poses to reverse the currency policy. It 
turns to the currency as the parent of our 
ills. Its effort to shift the responsibility will 
deceive no one. Its attack upon the tariff, 
its record of inefficiency and insincerity, are 
a part of unfortunate history of the republic. 
„ The present currency system is the fruit 
of Republican wisdom, It has been ade- 
quate to all our past necessities, and if un- 
corrupted will meet our future requirements, 
Our greatest prosperity was attained when 
Republican currency laws were in full oper- 
ation. When the Republican party was in 
power our currency was good; it was made 
as good as the best on the globe. We made 
sound money; and we also made an honest 
protective tariff to go withit, Sound money

They Deceive Themselves. 


“Those who profess to believe that this 
government can independently of the other 
great commercial powers open its mints to 
the free and independent coinage of silver at 
a ratio of 16 to 1, when the commercial ratio 
in all the great markets is 30 to 1 and at the 
same time not drive every dollar of gold out 
of circulation but deceive themselves. 

Great and splendid and powerful as our 
government is, it cannot accomplish the im- 
possible. It cannot create value. It has 
not the alchemist’s subtle art of trans- 
muting unlimited silver into gold; nor can 
it, by omnipotant flat make 50 cents worth 
100 cents. <As well undertake by a resolu- 
tion of Congress to suspend the law of gravi- 
tation as attempt to compel an unlimited 
number of Zo-cent dollars to circulate with 
100-cent dollars at a parity with each other. 
An attempt to compel unlimited dollars of 
such unequal value to circulate at a parity is 
bad in morals and is vicious in policy. Sound 
thinkers upon the great question of the cur- 
réncy know from the beginning of the ex- 
periment how miserably and certainly it 
would fail. The commerce of the country 
would be again thrown upon the sea of un- 
certainty and the specter of want would 
continue to haunt us for years to come. 

‘Upon opening our mints tothe independent 
free coinage of silver foreign credits would 
be withdrawn and domestic credits would be 
greatly curtailed. More than this, there 
would be a certain and sudden contraction 
of our currency by the expulsion of $620,090,- 
000 of gold, and our paper and silver cur- 
rency would instantly and greatly depreciate 
in purchasing power. But one result would 
follow this—enterprise would be further em- 
barrassed, business demoralization would be 
increased, and still further and serious in- 
jury would be inflicted upon the laborers, 
the farmers, the merchants, and all those 
whose welfare depends upon a wholesome 
commerce, 


Evils of Free Coinage. 


A change from the present standard to 
the low silver standard would cut down the 
recompense of labor, reduce the value of the 
savings in savings banks and building and 
loan associations, salaries and incomes 
would shrink, pensions would be cut in two, 
the beneficiaries of life insurance would 
suffer; in short, the injury would be so un- 
versal and far-reaching that a radical 
change can be contemplated only with the 
gravest apprehension. 

A sound currency is one of the essential 
instruments in developing our commerce. 
It is the purpose of the Republican party 
not only to develop our domestic trade but 
to extend our commerce into the uttermost 
parts of the earth. We should not begin 
our contest for commercial supremacy by 
destroying our currency standard. All the 
leading powers with which we must com- 
pete suspended the free coinage of silver 
when the increased production of silver 
forced the commercial ratio of silver above 
the coinage ratio to gold. Shall we ignore 
their ripened experience? Shall we attempt 
what they have found utterly impossible? 
Shall it be said that our standard is below 
theirs? You cannot build prosperity upon 
a debased or fluctuating currency; as well 
undertake to build upon the changing sands 
of a sea. 

A sound ourrency defrauds no one.

GOOD WEEK FOR CROPS EXCEPT CORK. 


Winter Wheat Harvest Is in Progress— 
Oat Crop Looks Well—Wet Weather 
Prevents Corn Cultivation. 


Washington, D. C., June 16.—The weekly 
crop report by the Weather Bureau gives 
the following facts: 

The Absence of rains in the States of the 
central valleys during the last week has 
been especially favorable for the cultiva- 
tion of crops. While rapid progress has 
been made during the week in freeing fields 
from weeds and grass, in portions of Mis- 
souri, Illinois, Kentucky, and Virginia the 
crop continues foul. 

The nights have been too cool for some 
crops, especially corn, which in the prin- 
cipal corn States needs warmer and drier 
weather. In the Dakotas and Minnesota 
corn continues backward as a result of 
cool, wet weather, and much injury from cut 
worms is reported from Wisconsin. In the 
contract corn belt the crop is generally in 
very satisfactory condition. In Iowa, where 
corn was reported backward last week, it 
is now doing well. In the Southern States 
east of the Mississippi corn is being laid by, 
generally in satisfactory condition, but 
needs rain in portions of Mississippi: In 
Louisiana, Arkansas, and Texas corn con- 
tinues to suffer from drought. 

Winter wheat harvest has begun in South- 
eastern Nebraska, Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio, and in the Middle Atlantic States, and 
is general in the more southerly sections. 
Cool weather has checked growth of cot- 
— and complaints of lice are quite gen- 
eral. 

The oat crop is reported as doing well, hav- 
ing made decided improvement during the 
week, Michigan and Indiana report the 
outlook for this crop, which is now heading, 
as exceptionally favorable. 

Tobacco planting has progressed under 
favorable conditions, and is nearing ¢com- 
pletion in Maryland and Southern New En- 
gland. The general condition of this crop 
is Very promising. In Arizona, New Mex- 
ico, extreme Western Texas, and in por- 
tions of Colorado it is very dry, and stock 
ranges are in poor condition. In Arizona 
stock is reported as dying. 

Illinois—Rather cool, dry week; wheat 
harvest nearly completed in southern sec- 
tion and well along in central; rye harvest 
beginning throughout northern section. 
Clover cutting continues, and hay is saved 
in good condition; corn cultivation is being 
pushed, but fields are weedy. Oats mostly 
headed; stures good; gardens and pota- 
tces excellent. 

Wisconsin—Heavy rains and cool weather 
have been unfavorable to corn. Corn and 
old meadows greatly damaged by cut 
worms. Clover cutting in progress in south- 
ern section. Wheat improving and oats 
growing rapidly. 

Michigan—Corn has been held back by 
cool nights. Wheat, hay, and pastures have 
improved, and rye looks good. Oats are 
heading out and look fine. Haying is in 
progress, with light yield.

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. LUMBERMEN IN FAVOR OF GOLD. 


ARE HEROES IN POLITICS. 


ILLINOIS DELEGATES PRAISED FOR 
STAND ON. MONEY QUESTION. 


Local Business-Men Extol the State’s 
Representatives for Their Pro- 
nounced Advocacy ofa Gold Stand- 
ard—They Think the Resolution 
Passed Should Be Made a Plank in 
the Platform Adopted by the Re- 
publican Convention. 


Everybody in Chicago who talked about the 
Republican convention yesterday—and that 
means the entire population of the city— 
talked particularly concerning the caucus of 
the Illinois delegation in St. Louis on Monday 
and its consequent declaration favoring the 
party’s adherence to the existing gold stand- 
ard. The delegation won some hearty com- 
mendations for its stand. Bankers and other 
prominent men placed themselves on record 
as hoping that the convention would take the 
cue for its plank from the Illinois Repub- 
licans. 

They said that Illinois had swung itself 
into line with the stable Eastern States by 
its delegation’s attitude and that the plain 
resolutions passed would help some of the 
weak States in also deciding to declare for 
sound money. An inquiry among prominent 
Chicago citizens yesterday showed that peo- 
ple who have remained at home have taken a 
hand in the gold cause and that Mark Hanna 
has been appealed to and asked to try to 
p bring about a solid gold platform. E. G. 

Keith and George M. Pullman, as friends of 
Hanna, urged upon him his duty in that re- 
spect. 

This is what some business-men said on the 
currency question: 

George M. Pullman—I heartily approve of 
the action of the Illinois delegation, and be- 
lieve it will have great weight in determining 
the character of the financial plank of the 
platform to be adopted by the convention, 
which, I hope, will speak in no uncertain 
torres oh this all-important subject. This tel- 
egram, which I sent to Mark Hanna, is my 
opinion of the safest decision to. make: 
Leading business-men, Republicans and 
Democrats, are watching with keen anxiety 
the indications from St. Louis on the finan- 
clal question. It is my earnest hope that 
your great influence will be exorted in favor 
of a clear, explicit, and emphatic declara- 
tion, that will leave no doubt about the deter- 
mination of the party to maintain the pres- 
ent gold standard.’ 

Country Demands Gold. 

Marshall Field-I entirely approve of the 
resolution of the Illinois delegation. I can- 
not understand why there should be any 
hesitation as to the kind of a platform to be 
made, for a vast majority of the people of 
this country desire gold as the standard of 
the Nation. 

Elbridge G. Keith, President of the Metro- 
politan National Bank—I was pleased to 
notice that the Illinois delegates stood up so 
well for the cause of sound money. It was 
gratifying to see the men—some of whom 
were supposed to be a little weak on that 
subject—comeée out so positively for gold. I 
sent a telegram to Mark Hanna, whom I 
know personally, yesterday on this matter. 
1 told him the best interests of the country 
and party demand the strongest and clearest 
expression for gold standard in the plat- 
form. | 

A. A. Sprague of Sprague, Warner & Co.— 
I am proud of the position our Illinois 
delegation has taken. I believe it of great 
importance and essential to the good of the 
country that the word gold be put in the 
platform, making it speak for the main- 
tenance of the existing gold standard in- 
stead of simply for the existing standard, as 
some wanted to draft it. I believe the voters 
of Illinois will indorse the action taken by 
our delegates in St. Louis yesterday. 

D. Armour—The Illinois delegation 
showed it was of sound mind. The platform 
should have the word gold in it. 

John J. Mitchell, President of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings Bank—The stand of the 
Illinois delegation should be commended. 
It will help the weak sisters to line up on 
the proper side. The members of the dele- 
gation deserve great credit for their action, 
for it was a timely one. Now Illinois is with 
all of the substantial States of the Union on 
the money question. 

Edson Keith—The resolution passed by 
the Illinois delegation is a decidedly sound 
declaration and a wise move. 

C. L. Hutchinson Pleased. 

Charles L. Hutchinson, President of the 
Corn Exchange Bank—I was glad to see 
that the Illinois delegation came out square 
and solid for honest money. It should be 
gratifying to the people of Chicago. Un- 
doubtedly the currency question is the most 
important one before the country today, 
and if the Republican convention is wise it 
will come out flat-footed for gold and there- 
by win the battle in the coming election. 

Byron L. Smith, President of the Northern 
Trust company’s Bank—I’d stop after the 
portion of the resolution which favors the 
“ existing gold standard and cut off all of 
the references to silver that follow. I am 
opposed to any compromise. 

Carl Moll, Cashier of the National Bank 
of Illinois—They can’t make the platform 
too strong for gold and too explicit for it. 
The more emphatically they declare for it 
the better I shall be suited. 

Morris Trumbull, Peabody, Houghtelling 
& Co.—The Illinois delegation showed it- 
self sound on the money question. Thecon- 
vention cannot declare for the gold standard 
in too positive a degree. - 

Isaac G. Lombard, President of the Na- 
tional Bank of America—The resolution is 
a good one. There is nothing I could add 
to it or would take away.. It meets all the 
needs as it is. | 

A. G. Farr; N. W. Harris & Co.—The 
action taken by the Illinois delegation was 
in line with the sentiments we expressed in 
THe TRIBUNE this morning. The resolu- 
tions as adopted should be satisfactory to 
every one. 


Action Taken Correct. 

J. G. Orchards, the Merchants’ Loan and 
Trust company—I agree with the sentiment 
of the Illinois delegates. They took the 
correct action. 
E. Mandel—The action: of the delegation 
coincides with my views of the money ques- 
tion. It is to my notion just what the people 
want, and I think the people of Illinois will 
stand by their representatives. 
C. Haynes, Secretary of the Rand & 
McNally company—The delegation did just 
ght. The Republicans of the State shouid 
stand by the resolutions. 
. B. Bane of Clement, Bane & Co.—I 
think the resolutions are proper.

Declares England and France Are 
Willing to Consider It. 

Paris, June 16.—Senator Hoar of Massa- 

chusetts has issued the following statement 


to the press: 

„ am confident that the time is ripe for 
a settlement of the silver question, and the 
rebstablishment of bimetallism by interna- 
tional agreement and with the large co- 
operation of England. The next Republican 
administration can have the honor of this 
if the convention does not commit itself to 
the extreme statement of gold monometal- 
lism and the leaders are prudent in their 
action. 

In a speech M. Meline says that if it de- 
pended on France alone we need not wait 
long, and his declaration is supported by 
847 out of 580 members of the Chamber of 
Deputies and many leading statesmen, in- 
cluding M. Loubet. 

I have conversed with Mr. Balfour, First 
Lord of the British Treasury, and Conserv- 
ative leader in the House of Commons, and 
several members of his government, and I 
am assured upon the highest authority that 
Mr. Balfour’s recent speech represented the 
opinion of the government. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
on March 17 last, made a speech in which he 
said the government was willing and anxious 
to enter into an international conference or 
upon negotiations, but it was not prepared 
to abandon the gold standard under which 
Great Britain ‘instead of being ruined was 
singularly prosperous.’ ”’

POLICEMEN ARE PUT ON THE RACK. 


Dehnke and Madden Required to Tes- 
tify as to How a Child Was 
Crippled for Life. 


The Police Trial Board, with Chief of 
Police Badenoch at its head, met yesterday 
afternoon at the Harrison Street Police Sta- 
tion. The most important case, and one 
which occupied the attention of the board 
nearly all the afternoon, wasthat of Officers 
Behnke and Madden of the West Chicago

St. Louis, Mo., June 16.—[Special.]—A hun- 
dred and odd members of the Marquette club, 
six sleepers and a buffet car as thoroughly 
devastated of eatables and drinkables as if it 
had been in the path of the recent tornado, 
reached St. Louis from Chicago at 8 o’clock 
this morning. The run of the special train, 
which the clubmen declared, with much sat- 
isfaction, was one of the best ever sent out 
by the Chicago and Alton, was uneventful.

GOLD STANDARD PLANK SECURED. 
The action of the State delegations on 
Monday in choosing members of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions makes it morally cer- 
tain that that committee will report a dec- 
laration in favor of retaining the existing 
gold standard and keeping the other forms 
of currency at a parity with gold. ‘The 
plank containing those words will be ratified 
by the convention by at least 640 to 300— 
the latter comprising the strength of the free 
silverites and straddlers, 

The committeemen of perhaps thirty 
States will insist that the words “ gold 
standard be used. Eight or nine, mostly 
Rocky Mountain States and Territories, 
will be for the silver standard, and nine or 
ten will show the white feather by dodging 
and straddling the real issue. It is not 
creditable to Ohio that she should be classed 
among the “straddling” States. Better 
things were expected of her delegates. It 
was hoped they would come out with some 
bold, ringing declaration in favor of keep- 
ing all the currency up to the gold standard 
of value, which other delegates in the West 
would be glad to indorse. For some reason 
Ohio appears to be the victim of causeless 
timidity. Her delegates seem to lack 
“ sand.” 

But the other States will get along with- 
out her assistance in framing a sound money 
plank, and their committeeman will make a 
plank which will meet with the approval of 
the mass of the Republican party and of 
multitudes of gold standard money Demo- 
crats. ) 

It is said that the plank to be agreed on 
will read substantially as follows: 

“The Republican party is unreservedly 
for sound money. It caused the enactment 
of the law providing for the resumption of 
specie payments ih 1879; since then every 
dollar has been kept as good ag gold. 

We are unalterably opposed to every 
measure calculated to debase our currency 
or impair the credit of our country. We 
are, therefore, opposed to, the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver except by inter- 
national agreement, which we favor, and 
until such agreement can be obtained the 
existing gold standard should be preserved. 

‘We favor the use of silver as currency, 
but to the extent only that its parity with 
gold can be maintained, and we favor all 
measures designed to maintain inviolable 
themoney of the United States, whether coin 
or paper, at the standard of the most en- 
lightened nations of the earth.”’ 

This recognizes the existing gold stand- 
ard,” which should be preserved, and that 
standard must be recognized, in spite of the 
opposition of free silverites and weak- 
kneed straddlers, who are scared at the 
noise made by the cheap silverites who are 
howling for a debased money standard, who 
are calamity shriekers for a standard which 
would cause calamity and catastrophe. Let 
Republicans line up for good money. Faint 
hearts never win a fight. 


ILLINOIS DELEGATES ON THE MONEY 
QUESTION. 

The action taken on the money question 
by the Illinois delegation on Monday after- 
noon, described in yesterday's TRIBUNE re- 
ports, was emphatic enough to let the con- 
vention know exactly where the Republic- 
ans of the great State of Illinois stand on 
the burning issue. They are recorded as for 
the gold standard of valuation for all our 
money. Nothing less than that would con- 
tent them or be acceptable to, the 400,000 
sound money Republicans whom they repre- 
sent. 

The motion to strike the word “ gold ” out 
of the money plank got but thirteen votes, 
while thirty-five were cast against the mo- 
tion. Only six out of the forty-eight dele- 
gates voted against the plank, which reads 
as follows: 

Resolved, That the representative of IIli- 
nois on the Committee on Resolutions is re- 
quested to advocate a resolution which shall 
| explicitly declare in favor of the existing 
gold standard and the use of silver to the 
extent only that its parity with gold can be 
maintained. 

We favor a declaration for the further 
coinage of silver whenever an agreement 
for its use by the leading commercia] nations 
of the world can be arrived at, but we are 
unalterably opposed to the free coinage of 
silver under the present conditions.

It would have been better had every vote 
been cast for this plank and in favor of the 
use of the term “ gold standard.” Those 
who voted in the negative are not free sil 
verites. They are not in favor of the silver 
standard of cheap dollars. But they were 
either as timid as rabbits or they labored 
under some strange hallucination as to the 
significance of the words “ gold standard.” 
One delegate seemed to think that the 
proposition was to “ adopt some other sys- 
tem of currency than that we have had for 
the last eighteen years.” He and others 
seemed to think a demand for the retention 
of the gold standard was the same as a de- 
mand for the expulsion of silver and green- 

It is nothing of the kind, and it is 
they did not know it. 

In making the demand for the retention 

standard it is not that the 
country shall be exclusively 
that gold shall be the meas- 
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want preserved, can be preserved only by 
the maintenance of the gold standard, and 
by its use holding up half value silver to the 
gold value, and holding the paper currency 
to the gold value. 

One delegate wanted to know if favoring 
the gold standard meant “ destroying the 
legal tender value of all the money except 
gold.” No, sir; it does not, and no intelli- 
gent man thinks so. But it does mean the 
preservation of the exchange value and pur- 
chasing power of the other varieties of 
money on a level with the purchasing power 
of gold money. Is that wrong? 

The national bank note is not a legal ten- 
der, but it buys as much goods and pays as 
much debt as the greenback, which is a legal 
tender. The silver certificate, which is nota 
legal tender, is as good in the market as the 
Sherman note, which is. This equality of 
value is due to the fact that they are all up- 
held by the gold standard. Their value is 
measured by the intrinsic value of 23 1.5 
grains of gold in a gold dollar, and not by the 
bullion value of 871% grains of silver ina 
silver dollar, which are worth but 52 or 53 
cents and may fluctuate downward next 
week or month. : 

But while a few delegates showed b 
their remarks that they did not understand 
what the gold standard meant, or did not 
want to know, the great majority of the 
delegates spoke out boldly for their con- 
stituents and demanded and got a plank 
which had a backbone to it. 


THE REMARKABLE IOWA STRADDLE, 

By a vote of 15 to 6 the Iowa delegation at 
St. Louis declared on Monday that it was 
afraid to put the words “ gold standard ” 
in a money plank. The bogie Boies had 
frightened a majority of the delegates out of 
their small wits. 0 

Telegrams from the leading business-men 
of their State had poured in on them in a 
torrent urging them not to straddle,” not 
to show the white feather, begging them to 
say they were for the gold standard of 
value for all our money, and assuring 
them that would strengthen the party’ by 
gaining it ten sound money Democratic 
votes for every bad money free silverite who 
bolted the ticket, but all in vain. 

Yet Messrs. Gear, Henderson, and Hep- 
burn, panic-stricken and striking panic into 
other delegates by their cowardly advice, 
were able to induce a majority of the dele- 
gates of that brave, splendid State to in- 
dorse the following muddle of words: 

We favor the use of gold, silver, and pa- 
per as the money of the United States, all to 
be kept on a parity of value [with what7], 
and the enactment of necessary laws to ac- 
complish the purpose. We also favor the 
use of silver as international money, either 
through international agreement to secure 
a common ratio, with free coinage at such 
ratio by the agreeing nations, or by concur- 
rent legislation of the leading nations to ac- 
complish the same purpose. Pending such 
an. arrangement, which should be prompted 
by the power of the United States, it is un- 
wise and inexpedient for the United States 
alone to adopt a free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. and therefore we oppose such 
free coinage of silver. 

This Gear plank speaks of keeping gold, 
silver, and paper“ on a parity of value. 

Parity with what? If with gold, why 
did not they say so? Why did not they ex- 
plain, and not leave the sentence so vague 
and open to suspicion and misconstruction? 
Why did not the delegated at least exhibit 
the small courage of keeping gold, silver, 
and paper “on a parity with the existing 
standard“? | 

They declare they are in favor of the 
“use of silver as international money.“ 
What do they mean by that high-sounding 
phrase? That “an arrangement is to be 
made whereby overvalued silver is to be 
taken by European merchants in setisfac- 
tion of, American debts? Is that it? 

Not one of these Iowahs will be allve 
when such an arrangement as that is made. 
International debts will be discharged in 
the kind of money the debtor agreed to pay, 
or its equivalent. 

What is “the power of the United 
States that is“ to make the leading na- 
tions of the earth put a false valuation on 
silver? 


proposition that by “trade discrimina- 
tions Europe can be forced to do that 
which will hurt the United States more 
than it does any other country. And En- 
gland, France, Germany, Austria, Russia, 
Holland, etc., cannot be dragooned into the 
adoption of free coinage of silver at a false 
ratio. However, the Gear plank states that 
until the international arrangement is made 
they oppose the free coinage of silver.” 
But they do not state what standard of 
money value they want to have till then. 
Boies, in rattling his free silver ghost, has 
sadly demoralized them. : 
The action of the lowa delegates would 
be fatal to the prospects of their party in 
that gallant State were it not that the con- 
vention will declare for retaining the pres- 
ent gold standard, and save these scared 
Iowa politicians from the defeat they are 
blindly trying to bring on their State. 


THE AROTIC CRAZE. : 

Amid all the mutations of the present 
time, the coming and going of men, the ap- 
pearance and disappearance of fads, the 
changes of fashions, and the evolution of 
all earthly affairs, there is one passion 
which remains persistent and unchanged— 
that strange fascination which draws men 
to risk unknown dangers and almost certain 
death in their madness to explore the arctic 
regions and if possible find the north pole, 
which, when found, will be destitute of any 

practical value to the rest of the world. 
The annual migration has already begun 
in the sailing of the yacht Windward from 
England for Franz Josef Land to rescue the 
Jackson-Harmsworth expedition, which 
left England in 1894 and which has not been 
heard from since May, 1895. As at that 
time the expedition had reached 81% de- 
grees north it is within the probabilities to 
assume that next June another expedition 
may be dispatched to rescue the Windward 
party. Andree, the Swedish engineer, will 
start by balloon from the Spitzbergen arch- 
ipelago next month and expects to reach 
the pole in f | ree hours, though he car- 
ries compressed gas sufficient-for a month 
and four provisions. It is safe.to 
say if Andree makes his start it will not be 
necessary to a rescuing after 
him. Neither — nor his balloon will prob-

TEMPORARY CHAIRMAN FAIRBANKS’ 
ADDRESS. - 

The two subjects regarding which Mr. 
Charles W. Fairbanks, the Temporary 
Chairman of the Republican convention, 
had most to say were the currency and pro- 
tection—free silver coinage and the ruinous 
consequences it would involve; and the Wil- 
son Democratic semi-free trade tariff law 
and the enormous mischief it had done to 
the country. | 

Mr. Fairbanks’ of Indiana portrayal of 
the inevitable effects of changing the stand- 
ards to free coinage of silver was strong 
and convincing. He pointed out that 
“great and splendid and powerful as our 
government is, it has not the alchemist’s 
subtle art of transmuting unlimited silver 
into gold.” It can no more suspend the law 
of gravitation, said he, than “ compel an un- 
limited quantity of 50-cent dollars to circu- 
late with 100-cent dollars at a parity with 
each other.” Indeed, the free silverites do 
not expect or desire it. They want to dis- 
card good and replace it with bad money. 

An attempt to do that would be “ bad in 
morals and vicious in policy,” he said. 
Every dollar of gold would be driven out of 
circulation by the undercutting of the bad 
money. There would be a sudden and 
calamitous contraction of our currency by 
the expulsion of 600 millions of gold, and 
our silver and paper currency would instant- 
ly, depreciate in purchasing power to the 
bullion value of the silver dollars, which 
would be about one-half. 

Then what would happen was thusly 
stated: 

But one result would follow. This: En- 
terprise would be further embarrassed, busi- 
ness demoralization would be increased, and 
still further and serious injury would be in- 
filicted upon the laborers, the farmers, the 
merchants, and all those whose welfare de- 
pends upon a wholesome commerce. A 
change from the present standard to the low 
silver standard would cut down the recom- 
pense of labor, reduce the value of the sav- 
ings in savings banks and building and loan 
associations, salaries and incomes would 
shrink, pensions would be cut in two, the 
beneficiaries of life insurance would suffer; 
in short, the injury would be so universal 
and far-reaching that radical change can 
be contemplated only with the gravest ap- 
prehension. 

The contest for commercial supremacy on 
the part of the United States, said Mr. Fair- 
banks, should not be commenced by de- 
stroying half the value of the existing cur- 
rency standard, All the leading nations of 
the world have stopped the free coinage of 
silver “when the increaséd production of 
silver forced the commercial ratio above 
the coinage ratio to gold.“ Was their ex- 
perience to be ignored and disregarded by 
the people of the United States? Orshould 
we attempt that which they had found im- 
possible, though they numbered five times 
our population? 

The Republican party, said the Tempo- 
rary Chairman, had always favored and 
still favors the use of silver as a part of the 
circulating medium. But it favored that 
use under such provisions and safeguards 
as shall not imperil our present national 
standard.” The policy of the Republican 
party was to use both goldand silver. Free 
coinage would lead to “ certain silver mono- 
metallism,” as it everywhere had done, for 
gold would be driven out of circulation by 
money of inferior value. 

As regards the tariff question, Mr. Fair- 
banks points out how the assaults of the 
Democracy on the Republican policy of pro- 
tection by their Wilson-Gorman bill cut 
down the wages of the workingmen. That 
law also cut down the revenues of the gov- 
ernment. But for the workings of that 
vicious measure the credit of the country 
would not have been endangered as it was. 
With adequate protection and adequate 
revenue, says Mr. Fairbanks, prosperity 
will speedily return to the éountry. 

A strikingly graphic portion of Mr. Fair- 
banks’ address was his sketch of the work 
the Republican party had done through the 
operation of honest tariff and honest money 
laws. Under these laws the country grew 
in wealth and power, labor was richly re- 
warded, the national revenues left a sur- 
plus in the Treasury, and foreign balances 
were in our favor. The reaction began 
when it was known a Democratic adminis- 
tration would come into power. It de- 
stroyed the tariff law, drained the Treasury 
of its reserve, impaired the government 
credit, and brought about enforced idleness 
on many millions of workingmen. To meet 
the deficit and save the national credit the 
President has been obliged to sell bonds to 
meet current obligations, During the ad- 
ministration of Harrison $236,000,000 of 
obligations were paid. Cleveland, during 
the last three years, has added $262,000,000 
to our interest-bearing debt. These are the 
outlines of Mr. Fairbanks’ running sketch, 
which warranted him insaying: “ Against 
such Democratic financiering the Republic- 
an party enters its emphatic protest.” 


CLOSE THE POOL ROOMS, 

Three pool-rooms in the heart of the down- 
town district have been located by Tun 
TrisvuNeE for the benefit of the police, but 
they continue to do business unmolested, 
The violation of the law in itself is the least 
important feature of this pool-room busi- 
ness. The real point is that a form of 
gambling is carried on that attracts droves 
of young men and holds them by the pe- 
culiar fascination of the game. In any one 
of these places on any afternoon the attend- 
ance will be found to consist largely of 
young clerks and ex-clerks, with the usual 
glut of thieves and thugs, whose business is 
to rob the victims of what is not lost on 
the races. It has been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of all but these unfortunate 
dupes of the gambling craze that the chance 
of winning is infinitesimal, and the fact is 
that at the close of a day's races the crowds 
sneak out of the malodorous dens with 
money and self-respect gone and thoughts 
intent on devising some means of raising 
enough to make a fresh start the next day. 

There sHould be no need to dwell on the 
brutallzing effects of the practice that is be- 
chance in a light spirit of sport and

DID NOT ENOW WHAT HE WAS TALKING 
ABOUT, 

An Iowa delegate, Mr. Struble, made the 
wild statement at the meeting of the delega- 
tion on Monday that “the farmers of the 
“Fifth District of Iowa could not raise 
money enough to pay the interest on what 
“they owe.” He thought the adoption of 
the following resolution would help them 
out: 

Resolved, That we favor the use of both 
gold and silver as standard money, with 
such restrictions and under such provisions 
as will securé the parity in value of the two 
metals. 

What would this give the farmers of the 
Iowa Fifth District which they have not 
now? Especially how would it provide 
them with more money? Gold and silver 
are used now as standard money. A dollar 
of one metal is as good in selling and buying 
as a dollar of the other—neither more nor 
less. The parity between them is main- 
tained. But that is because gold is the 
standard of value and the silver money is 
kept up to that standard. As the two stand- 
ards, if we had free coinage of silver, would 
be far apart, both free coinage standards 
cannot be used together. If they were the 
inferior standard, worth 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, would prevail, and no money based on 
the gold standard would circulate. If the 
silver standard only were used gold would 
no more circulate than when both free coin- 
age standards were employed. Silver can 
be and is “standard money” under the 
gold standard, and will circulate along with 
gold, being held up by it. That is the only 
way in which the two metals can be used to- 
gether for currency purposes. Did not Mr. 
Struble know? If not, then he did not 
know what he was talking about and had 
better kept quiet during the discussion. 


— 


YALE AND HENLEY. 

The Yale University crew, which has be- 
gun its practice on English waters for the 
Henley regatta, is conceded to be the best 
athletic representation that has ever gone 
abroad from the United States. Harvard 
and Cornell Universities have each tried for 
aquatic honors in England in vain, and 
neither crew added much to the reputation 
of Americans for skill with the oar. Yale 
is a postulant for the prize, with better 
chance of victory than either of her pred- 
ecessors, and should arouse the hopes of 
every lover of amateur sports. In all pre- 
liminary estimates of probabilites, however, 
it must not be forgotten that England is 
king on the water, in sport as well as in 
war, barring always yachts, An English- 
man is encouraged from boyhood to row a 
boat, and he comes naturally by his skill 
and superior power with the oar. It is the 
national water sport, the heritage of the 
people for generations, and there is the 
usual feeling that Yale is presumptuous in 
hoping to vanquish these chosen sons of 
Britain. The possible honors for the visit- 
ors, therefore, are more than ordinary, and 
the reasons for their hope of victory are 
based on superior training and an improve- 
ment over the status of any of the previous 
American competitors, It would be a nota- 
ble victory if these Yale athletes should 
pull their boat first over the finish line, and 
an entertaining aftermath would be the at- 
tempts in England to prove that the boys 
carried a steam engine or some other mo- 
tive power concealed about their persons, 


THROWING IT ON ALLISON, 

It is stated that the weak, wabbling Iowa 
plank was written by Senator Allison in 
Washington and given to Senator Gear to 
offer in the St. Louis convention, and that 
he wanted it adopted. That cannot be 
true. To believe it would be to believe that 
he has lost the sound, hard sense for the 
possession of which he has been noted, and 
also that while he is telling his friends at 
St. Louis one thing he is telling the people 
of Iowa another thing through the aged 
Senator Gear. 

For in the interview with him, printed in 
Monday’s Trispune, he distinctly said: 
“The Republican convention should take 
“an unequivocal stand in favor of the 
“maintenance of the present gold stand- 
“ard.” 

As was stated in Monday’s TRI BUN: 

Senator Allison talked freely concerning 
the probable financial plank of the #lat- 
form, and expressed the opinion that it 
would be a clear-cut declaration for the 
maintenance of the present gold standard. 
He said it was practically assured that the 
Democratic party would come out for the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, and nothing 
remained for the Republican party todo but 
to take a bold, unequivocal stand in opposi- 
tion to it and in favor of the maintenance 
of the present standard. 

Furthermore, Senator Allison is a clear 
thinker and writer. He could not have 
penned as blind, muddled, tautological a 
production as the Gear plank,

Reports from the European Factory 
Show the Plant in Working Order— 
An English Match Manufacturer 
Visits It—Stock Market Is Stronger 
—Match and Biscuit Are Active— 
Metropolitan L. Nearing Comple- 


tion. 

The new factory of the Diamond Match 
company in Liverpool is at last in operation, 
with some of the new machines turning out 
matches at the rate which was so surpris- 
ing to the Buropean visitors to the factory 
in Barberton, O. The new factory is being 
equipped entirely with the new machines 
with the boxing attachment, and as soon as 
all the machines are in place it will begin to 
be a real competitor of the existing English 
companies. President Barber of the Dia- 
mond Match company will sail today on the 
Teutonic for Liverpool, and he will inspect 
the new factory while there. He will go 
after a day or two to Vienna to close the ne- 
gotiations with the Austrian manufacturers 
for the use of the machines in that country. 
Other manufacturers of matches in Europe 
who may want to inspect the match mak- 
ing machinery will have only to visit Liv- 


erpool hereafter. 

John Thomas Maguire of the firm which 
owned the factory in Liverpool which was 
purchased by the, Diamond Match company 
some months ago, has written the company 
an account of his visit to the new factory. 
In a letter dated June 5 he wrote:

The Metropolitan Elevated will be com- 
pleted, so far as the original contracts are 
concerned, Aug. 1. The West Side Con- 
struction company, to which was given the 
contract for the building of the road, will 
have carried o its contract with the com- 
pletion of the Douglas Park branch. This 
is now nearing completion, and it is expected 
trains will be in operation on the line by 
July 15. Such other work as is included in 
the original contract will be completed with- 
out delay, and it is expected a meeting of 
the Metropolitam stockholders will be called 
early in August and that the completed road 
wil be turned over to the parent company 
at that time. The uncompleted portion of 
the Douglas Park branch is that part run- 
ning west from Marshfield avenue to West- 
ern avenue, between Twentieth and Twen- 
ty-first streets.

This discovery was made at the recent 
hearing of the complaint of the Wichita ship- 
pers against the Western roads before In- 
ter-State Commerce Commissioner Morrison 
at Kansas City. It was shown that the Santa 
Fe and other Western roads took large 
amounts of grain to Kansas City, but scarce- 
ly any of it came East to Chicago over their 
lines. Most of this grain, it was claimod, 
was being taken by the Missouri Pacific and 
other St. Louis lines for St. Louls and 
shipped thence east and south. As the 
through rate is materially lower than the 
combined local rates to Kansas City and 
thence to the East it was clear that the di- 
version was caused by manipulation and 

secret rate cutting. 

The agreement allowing reconsignment of 
grain and kindred products at Kansas City 
enabled the roads east and southeast from 
that city to manipulate the rates without 
much danger of being brought to account 
for violation of the inter-State law. Grain 
is being taken into elevators at Kansas City 
and after remaining there for months Is re- 
consigned to other roads and sent forward 
at the original proportion of the through 


rate. 

Commissioner Midgley has issued a cir- 
cular letter to the members of the Western 
Freight Association clearly defining within 
what limitations the associated railroads 


may proceed, 
CHICAGO IS BEING BADLY HURT. 


Trunk Lines Trust Helps to Divert 
Western Freight Via St. Faul. 

Commissioner Midgley was advised yes- 
terday that the Board of Managers of the 
Eastern trust had unceremoniously laid on 
the table a request of the Western roads to 
join them in a through tariff on wool from 
the West to the Eastern seaboard that would 
enable them to meet the competition of the 
Soo line and Canadian Pacific and prevent 
diversion of the business via Minneapolis 


and St. Paul. 
The dairy business, which nearly all used 


to go via Chicago, is now being diverted via. 


St. Paul, owing to the hostility of the trunk 
line trust towards the Chicago roads. The 
latter are how perfecting arrangements to 
send the business via St. Paul. The Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis has already put in 
effect a tariff on dairy products from North- 
ern Iowa and Southern Minnesota points. 

The reduction in the rate on dairy prod- 
ucts via the Soo and its Eastern connec- 
tions amounts to 11 cents per 100 pounds to 
Boston and five cents per 100 pounds to New 
York. 

During the ménths of April and May the 
Soo line took east from Minneapolis and St. 
Paul 925,000 bushels of oats, all of which 
came from points tributary to the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul and other Chicago roads.

EVENTS OF A CITY DAY. 


SOUTH TOWN BOARD DECIDES TO 
HEAR EX-TOWN ATTORNEY GIBBS. 


Disputed Bill te Be Explained at the 
Next Meeting—Loan of $30,000 Is 
Authorised—Child Drinks Concen- 
trated Lye and Dies—‘ Sleepy ” 
Burke Shaves Off His Mustache to 
Prevent Identification—Dyson Is 
Exonerated—Other Local Matters. 

By an almost unanimous vote the South 
Town Auditing Board last evening decided 
to reopen the dispute on the bill presented 
by ex-Town Attorney George A. Gibbs last 
year and allow him to explain the items in 
the bill. The bill amounted to $5,975. It 
was presented at the last meeting of the old 
officers of the town and the board refused 
to audit it. 

Then the fact came out that ex-Supervisor 
Sherlock had already paid $4,109 of the bill, 
and thé Auditing Board promptly refused 
to pass his accounts. A compromise was 
then made by auditing all but the amounts 


‘paid to the attorney. 


At the next meeting the bill was given to 
a special committee, composed of Justices 
Underwood, Martin, and Everett, and they 
reported back to the board four weeks dgo. 


Justice Underwood made the majority re- 


port in favor of paying the attorney $3.000, 
but Justice Martin dissented and reported 
in favor of allowing only $2,500. The minor- 
ity report was adopted, and it was thought 
the matter settled. 

Anotner surprise was then sprung by the 
announcement that the official bond for 
$60,000 of ex-Supervisor Sherlock was miss- 
ing. The-announcement caused a sensation 
until ex-Town Clerk Wright said he had 
it and finally turned it over to Town Clerk 


Meanwhile Attorney Gibbs has seen sev- 
eral members of the board and expressed a 
wish to have the matter reopened so he 
might have a chance to explain to the full 


In accordance with this request Justice 
Richardson yesterday moved the question of 
auditing of the bill be reconsidered, and on 
a vote it was decided to reconsider the bill. 

The clerk was authorized to notify Attor- 
ney Gibbs to appear before the board at its 
next meeting. 

Su Trude formally introduced a 
resolution authorizing the town officers to 
borrow the sum of $30,000, to be used fdr 
town purposes. It was seconded by Justice 
Richardson and passed at once. The reso- 
lution was purely a formal one, and in order 
to make the loan strictly legal. 

The resolution stipulates that the loan shall 
be paid back exclusively from the taxes as- 
sessed to make up the $40,000 to be raised 
on a special levy, and not from other taxes, 
and that the loan shall be without interest.

NUMBER OF PUPILS.

Action Taken by the School Manage- 
ment Committee of the Board of 
Education Upon Recommendation 
of the Superintendents—For the 
Purpose of Grouping Membership 
Is to Be Estimated Twice Each Year 
—Text-Book Recommendations. 

The School Management committee of the 
Board of Education met yesterday and on 
the recommendation of the Superintendents 
accomplished what is regarded as a much- 
needed reform in the methed of grouping the 
schools and paying the principals. 

The plan, reported yesterday by Supt. 
‘Lane, is thought to be intelligible and just, 
and will probably be the rule of the board 
substantially for all time to come. It con- 
sists in grouping the schools according to the 
number of pupils, and then each paying 
each teacher in the group according to the 
length of service. 

The grammar schools are divided into five 
groups and the primary schools into four 
groups. 

Of the grammar schools in the first group, 
consisting of seventy-five schools, with a 
membership each of 900 or more pupils, Me 
principals will be paid $2,000 for the first 
year, and $100 more each year until the sum 
reaches $2,500. In the second group, con- 
sisting of thirty-seven schools, with a mem- 
bership of between 700 and 900 pupils, the 
principals will be paid $1,700 a year, and $100 
more each year until the sum reaches $2,200. 
In the third group, consisting of thirty- 
three schools, with a membership of between 
500 and 700 pupils, the principals will be paid 
$1,500 a year, and $100 more each year until 
the sum reaches $2,000. In the fourth group, 
consisting of twenty-three schools, with a 
membership of between 200 and 500 puplls, 
the principals will be paid $1,250 a year, and 
more each year until the sum reaches $1,500. 
In the fifth group, consisting of five schools, 
with a membership of less than 200 pupils, 
the principals will be paid $1,100 a year, and 
more each year until the sum reaches $1,200. 

Of the primary schools in the first group, 
consisting of ten schools, with a membership 
of 900 or more pupils, the principals 
will be paid $1,700 for the first year, and $1,800 
for the second and subsequent years. Inthe 
second group, consisting of fourteen schoois, 
with a membership of between 600 and 900 
pupils, the principals will be paid $1,400 for 
the first year, 31,480 for the second year, 
$1,500 for the third year, and $1,600 for the 
fourth and subsequent years. In the third 
group, consisting of six schools, with a mem- 
bership of between 300 and 600 pupils, the 
principals will be paid $1,250 for the first 
year, $1,350 for the second year, and $1,400 
for the third and subsequent years. In the 
fourth group, consisting of four schools, with 
a membership of less than 300 pupils, the 
principals will be paid $1,050 for the first 
year, $1,100 for the second year, and $1,200 
for the third and subsequent years. 

It was agreed that for the purpose of 
grouping the membership should be esti- 
mated twice each year and the salary altered 
accordingly. The membership on Sept. 1 is 
to be the average membership of the last 
four months of the preceding school year, 
and the membership on Jan. 1 is to be the

Board of Trade, However, Suspends 
Judgment in the Case of John 8.

Charges against the Central Elevator com- 
pany of dealing in grain as shippers of the 
same in direct violation of the rules of the 
Board of Trade were sustained by the Board 
of Directors of the board yesterday. 

The principals of the Central Grain Ele- 
vator company and those on whom the 
charges fall are John 8. Hannah and W. 
T. Carrington. The directors simply found 
the elevator company guilty, but did not 
administer any discipline, and R. 8. Lyon, 
Acting President, refused to state why a 
penalty was not inflicted. 

It was intimated that the case would be 
taken up again at the next regular meeting 
of the Board of Directors, when some dis- 
ciplinary measure would be adopted.

SKIRT WITH TWO GORES IN THE BACK. 


Great Advantage Is Gained in Perma- 
ment Good Shape — Black Satin 
Used for Dress Occasions. 


The new skirts are cut with two gores in 
the back, which form box-plaits. The one 
shown here has in all seven gores, the two 
aside gores flowing wide at the foot and close 
fitted over the hips. The great advantage 
gained by two side gores is the permanent 
good shape, for these gores do not stretch 
out of shape as a wider and necessarily more 
bias gore would. 

All fabrics are cut in this way, and the 
side gores are usually cut straight at the 
front edge, but if striped goods is used they 
may be cut straight through the center, thus 
lining the edges both bias and making the 
stripes meet at the seams. The back gores 
are cut with the straight thread through the 
center in any case.

Within the last two weeks the practice of 
carrying children on the front of bicycles 
has almost entirely ceased. Fear of arrest 
is the cause. Noa rider believes he is not per- 
fectly able to judge of that which is best for 
his child, or of that which is safe. The pos- 
sibility, however, of having to walk home, 
or of having to make a visit, by request, to 
the nearest police station, causes the parents 
to leave the babies at home. 


Little Ones Left at Home. 


„Not today, baby; you can’t ride with 
papa today, for a big policeman might grab 
papa and take baby and the bicycle and 
papa all to the jail. So good-by, be a good 
little man,” and the father rides away and 
leaves the child behind. 

Every one whp does brave the danger is 
looked upon as a hero by the entire neigh- 
borhood. And every one who does is sub- 
jected to the most searching inquiry. One of 
these men is F. D. Hennessy, who lives at 
No. 299 Irving avenue. Mr. Hennessy is 
the father of a bright 4-year-old boy. Every 
pleasant evening he has beén in the habit of 
taking his boy out for an hour’s spin, and 
on Sunday he has always visited the different 
parks. The baby enjoyed it. Mr. Hennessy 
is an experienced wheelman and he was 
more than usually careful when the boy 
was with him. Everywhere he has been in 
the habit of going the baby has gone, too. 
In fact, when the father leaves the house 
Hennessy Jr. prepares to accompany him. 

In the last week all has changed. The 
baby remains at home under protest. It hap- 
pened in this wise: 

For some days Mr. Hennessy took the baby 
with hit. police or no police, humane of- 
ficers or no humane officers. But last Sun- 
day this ended. He started out as usual 
with the little fellow securely seated in front 
of him. They had a pleasant ride until they 
came to Jackson Park. Then the other wheel- 
men wanted to know how it was he could 
take his child with him. 

Finally Gets Scared. 

“Have you any new information?” they 
asked. Don't the police stop you? We 
are afraid we will be taken to the station."’ 

This. continued all day. Mr. Hennessy 
said he was stopped at least fifty times. On 
the boulevards and in the parks it was the 
same. He would tear away from one crowd 
of inquiring riders, ride a block, and be halt- 
ed again. 

“TY did not do anything else on Sunday 
except answer questions,.“ said Mr. Hen- 
nessy yesterday. ‘“ At first I did not pay any 
attention to it, but finally I got scared. I 
thought, what if I should be caught five 
miles from home with the baby and have 
to walk, carrying the boy and pushing the 
machine. Every time I passed a policeman 
I fancied he was ready to grab me, and I got 
so nervous I could hardly ride. I left the 
wheel and let the boy run around in the 
park. When it began to get dusk I sneaked 
along the side streets until I-reached home. 
And the wheel has been idle since. Now I 
want to know before I go out again if Iam 
not to be allowed to take my boy with me.”
